Address of welcome on behalf of the City of Nembern—Ex- 
Mayor Edward Clark. 


Mr. President, Members of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association, Ladies and Gentlemen: I am_ exceedingly 
proud of the honor to speak a few words of welcome to you this

I want to next present to you Mr. Walter H. Blair, Mayor of 
Wilmington, who will respond to these addresses in behalf of the 
Firemen of North Carolina. 


Mr. Walter H. Blair: 


Mayor Clark, Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: It is in- 
deed an honor to be permitted to respond for the Firemen of North 
Carolina to the excellent addresses of welcome which have been 
extended by the representatives of the City of Newbern. The his- 
tory of Newbern is proverbial. You can see it in the glint of 
the eye, in the clasp of the hand. The Firemen of North Caro- 
lina, last year when the invitation was extended at this Conven- 
tion then held in Greensboro, knew a most hearty and sincere 
welcome was awaiting them in Newbern, and now that we have 
gathered here together we feel that we can truthfully say: “It is 
well that we are here, that we might rub shoulder to shoulder 
with our fellowmen and fellow-firemen throughout the great State 
of North Carolina, that we might have the opportunity of know- 
ing better the fire citizens of the City of Newbern.” 

It seems to me particularly fitting that Newbern should en- 
tertain this Convention. Newbern, rich in tradition and history, 
furnishing, as Ex-Mayor Clark said, so many great men to the 
State of North Carolina, certainly one of the leading states of the 
United States of America. We are proud that we are North 
Carolinians; we are proud that Newbern.is in North Carolina 
and thankful that we have had the opportunity of meeting here 
on this occasion. 

These men, Mr. Mayor, representative of that vast horde of 
men throughout this great State, who are giving all their time 
and ever laying their lives on the alter of public service that 
property might be saved and that lives might be saved, it seems 
to me that they are indeed soldiers, soliders in the great cause 
of humanity. These men who eat smoke and sacrifice their lives 
that others may live more pleasantly and more profitably. It 
is indeed a great pleasure, and I know I speak the sentiments of 
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every firemen here present in saying that we are glad to be with 
you on this occasion. 


I am sure that all of the deliberations of this Convention 
will prove profitable and when the firemen of this convention shall 
turn their backs on Newbern and went their way to their several 
homes, they shall indeed feel that a tie binds them to this great 
City; they will have an abiding faith and love in its citizenship; 
they will have thankful hearts for all which will have been done 
for their entertainment and enjoyment; they will have a kindly 
feeling to the City of Newbern and her citizenship and will go 
back and tell their brother-firemen that it was indeed good that 
they met in your City on behalf of the assembled firemen of 
North Carolina representing so many of those who cannot be here 
today. I wish to say to you that we appreciate the most hearty 
welcome which has been extended to us and we hope that it will 
not be so long before we will again have the pleasure and privilege 
of meeting in your delightful City. (Applause). 

The President: 


Next I will present to you a gentlemen who will bring you a 
message that will be of great importance to us, a.man that we 
haven’t had with us for several years now, and I am quite sure 
that you will be delighted to listen to him for a few moments, and 
this gentlemen is Mr. Allen Schoen, Chief Engineer of the South- 
eastern Underwriters Association of Atlanta, Ga., also President 
of the National Firemen’s Protective Association. 

Mr. Schoen: 


Probably one of the factors—or the factor—which makes it 
most difficult to deal with carelessness as to fire hazards lies in 
the fact of the friendliness of fire, as considered by the human 
race, from the days of primitives man. In the time of the cave 
man fire was used not only for warmth and for the preparation 
of food but also for protection against the inroads of wild beasts 
and mankind has learned to regard fire as a friendly agency and 
one that may be used with impunity. Whole nations have been 
sun worshippers and fire worshippers. Thus, from heredity, we 
find that even children, when they begin to toddle, regard matches 
and fire as playing to which they most quickly turn and from 
which so many fatal accidents result. Changed conditions of 
civilization have made it necessary that the viewpoint of thinking 
people should change with reference to the friendliness of this 
agent. With increased density of population and the construction 
that goes with it; with changed methods under manufacturing 
conditions and living conditions, it becomes necessary to recognize 
—FIRE, the enemy, and the dangers carried with it. 


In the early days of this nation bucket brigades—the first 
attempt at fire-fighting—followed by the early hand-pumps and 
other primitive equipment, were of some service as the buildings 
were small, generally, more or less isolated and the severe fire 
and conflagration conditions of today were unheard of or un- 
thought of. Present fire-fighting organizations and equipment 
have come as a result of evolution—the facilities and apparatus 


following the necessity brought about through modern invention 
and modern science. | 


The two conditions that have probably contributed most to 
the radical changes of recent years in the methods of fighting 
fires and the organization of municipal fire departments have been, 
first, the elevator, and second, the internal combustion engine. 
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Tall buildings which. we speak of today as skyscrapers were im- 
possible insofar as the occupancy is concerned until the elevator 
made possible convenient traffic methods in the vertical direction. 
Previous to that time, with stairways to ascend and descend, five 
stories practically determined the heighth of buildings, whether 
for business purposes or for dwellings. -Today we have buildings 
that may at one time give exit to the streets of a population 
equivalent to that of a fair sized city, thus congesting the side- 
walks and streets and introducing another problem in fire fighting. 

The density of the population in our high-value districts, 
made possible through this condition, would again be prevented 
were it not for the automobile and trolley car that can move this 
dense population from the working spaces into the dwelling sec- 
tions covering a wide area. Thus it becomes possible to have 
cities of heretofore inconceivable populations, covering areas that 
not so many years ago were not dreamed of. 


‘Such conditions as these have brought about the development 
of the automobile fire truck, for which we are again obligated to 
the internal combustion engine, and which gives the wide striking 
power necessary to take care of the areas under protection. 


Also under the present demands made as a result of potential 
fire hazards introduced through our advanced practices under civil- 
ization, the frequent calls for fire-fighting equipment during a 24- 
hour period would leave a horse-drawn apparatus unable to re- 
spond, through exhaustion of the horses, while the motor-driven 
truck is prepared for a second responce, ordinarly, immediately 
upon return to the department house regardless of the distance 
driven on the previous run. 

While previous to the early.’90’s the matter of potential 
hazards was given scant study—the main consideration being 
methods of controlling fires that had once started—with the ad- 
vent of the “age of machinery” and complete changes in manu- 
facturing methods and processes, it became necessary to study in- 
telligently the fire hazards inherent to these new methods and 
processes; and to similarly study the relationship (from a fire- 
retardant and fire-resistive viewpoint) of the materials and equip- 
ment used in building construction. Cities found it necessary to 
enact into law codes covering building construction; ordinances 
governing the storage and handling of volatile and flammable 
liquids, explosives and other chemicals and substances that might 
introduce and play a part in the fire hazard and the fire waste. 
This need brought into existence the fire-protection engineer and 
the profession of fire-protection engineering, like the development 
of fire-fighting methods, has been the result of an evolution in 
business and industrial methods that had to be kept pace with 
by these protective agencies. The fire-protection engineer has 
endeavored to parallel the progress and work of the industrial en- 
gineer. The latter is intense in his effort at developing produc- 
tion processes, improving efficiency methods, maintaining service 
and ultimately producing profit from the particular industry on 
which he is working. The fire hazard receives little considera- 
tion from this source and unless the fire-protection is introduced 
on the scene the hazards of the new industrial manufacturing 
processes would soon become a severe menace to the industries 


they are made to serve. 
Something over an hundred years ago an English philosopher, 
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Malthus, propounded a widely accepted theory to the effect that 
with the rate of increase in its population the earth in a few hun- 
dred years would be unable to produce sufficient food for their 
subsistence. Malthus, however, overlooked the possibilities of 
synthetic chemistry under the discoveries of which a single labora- 
tory or factory would be able to synthetically manufacture more 
food than could be produced by a thousand farmers on many 
thousands of acres of land and where much of the former waste 
could be converted into food or raiment. It is with the develop- . 
ment of such processes that constant new fire hazards develop and 
for the determination and control of which the Underwriters 
Laboratories, the National Board of Fire Underwriters, the United 
States Government through its Bureau of Standards and Bureau 
of Chemistry, and local fire underwriting bodies, such as the South- 
eastern Underwriters Association, are spending large sums and 
devoting the services of their engineering staffs. 

Under the operation of municipalities, in the various branches 
necessary to business and the living conditions of the citizenry, 
there is to be found a parallel situation in three of the principal 
agencies involved, namely, the Fire Department, the Health De- 
partment and the Police Department. The principals primarily 
involved in each case are—prevention, isolation, segregation and 
control. In fire-fighting, as in the control of disease and crime, 
the first effort is through the use of preventive methods; next 
through isolation, where possible, of those forces inimical to this 
control; third, if isolation cannot be secured, then segregation of 
the groups, and forth, where an epidemic or serious fire occurs, 
the necessary equipment and organization for ultimate fire control. 

Thirty years or more ago, fire insurance companies looked 
upon dwellings as the most desirable class of business—ordinarily 
—to be secured by their agents. The hazards involved were, as 
the tastes of the people at that time, simple. Electricity was 
just beginning to be used and the lighting agencies were, in the 
cities, principally gas and oftentimes kerosene lamps and in the 
country districts, kerosene lamps and candles. The elaborate heat- 
ing systems of today were unknown; the various devices for use 
as cooking stoves had not been thought of and the use of gas- 
oline for cleaning purposes was in the distant future. 

These conditions have now changed and dwelling losses are 
all too common in their occurence. In looking for an explanation 
for this change we find it, first, in the universal use of electricity 
—an agent perfectly safe when properly installed and used but 
always a potential hazard when improperly installed or carlessly 
used. Possibly the greatest offender we have in dwelling house 
fires—next to defective flues and shingle roofs—is the electric 
iron. According to my recollection only a few years ago the 
records showed 60% of the electric losses in this country record- 
ed as coming from portable electric heating devices and nearly all 
of these were from the electric pressing iron. Housewives seem 
to overlook the fact that such devices may not be left in contact 
with combustible tables or garments with the current on while 
they visit over the telephone or talk with a caller at the door, or 
often, having finished the use of the iron, left in such contact, 
overlooking the need of switching off the current. Again—the 
practice of using with these irons flexible cords—intended for 
drop lights in places where they could not be subject either to 
mechanical injury or excessive heat—instead of standard, properly

constructed cord for heating devices, is another source of fire 
hazard ; while defective attachments such as switches, sockets, etc., 
in this relation would make up the sum of the dangers imposed 
from this source. Where these irons are used the hazards may 
be obviated by using standard cords and connections made for the 
purpose; switching the current off whenever not in service and 
being carefull always to use in connection with the proper rest 
stand so that, even if the iron does become overheated, the radia- 
tion would be suffi to prevent anything in the vicinity being 
ignited. 

Similar care should be exercised with reference to other port- 
able heating devices such as water heaters, cooking devices, etc. 

Next in importance would come the heating systems in which 
we would include steam, hot air, hot water, open grates, gas kero- 
sene oil and sometimes, gasoline stoves. 


In case of the standard systems such as steam, hot air 
and hot water it is of course essential to see that the furnaces 
are located at a safe distance from combustible material such as 
walls, partitions, floors, etc. There should be ample air space on 
all sides of these furnaces and preferably, if a distance of less 
than 2% or 3 feet must be allowed to such walls or floors, there 
should be a bright metal, as tin or zinc, used on these combustible 
surfaces in order to radiate the heat and protect the material 
back of it against overheating and ultimate ignition. 


Particular care should be taken to see that the smoke pipes, 
which at times become very hot, are not let into the vicinity of 
woodwork or other mateial which might ignite. 

The use of oil burners for such furnaces is becoming very 
prevalent; care should be taken to see that the systems used are 
only those that have been tested and approved by the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories; then, that the installation is made in full 
accord with the rules of the National Fire Protection Association. 


Many cities have enacted ordinances and provided inspec- 
tions, to take care of these installations. 

Steam pipes or hot air ducts should not come in direct con- 
tact with the would of floors and studding as such wood, being 
subjected to constant high temperature, eventually reaches a 
state where it may readily ignite. 

The need of proper material under stoves, hearths for fire- 
places, is too well known to you to need mentioning by me as is 
also the need of maintaining a space between stoves and adjacent 
partitions and walls or protecting them, as in the case of furnaces 
just referred to. 

Within very recent years there has been put on the market 
a portable gasoline heater—the radiant heater—in which the fuel 
is carried in a tank attached to the heater-and the spray forced 
over the heating elements under air pressure. These devices have 
caused many explosions and fires, particularly in homes, and a 
word of warning as to the inherent dangers in such devices would 
seem in place at this time. Some of the devices have exploded 
while in operation and of course the hazard inherent to filling the 
reservoirs with gasoline on the premises is a common one to any 
device where such filling methods are necessary. 


In cooking stoves we have in addition to the coal, wood and 
gas stoves, various types of kerosene, gasoline and compressed 
gas fuel stoves. The many losses of life, as well as of property, 
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that have occurred where the gasoline: cooking stove is. used 
should serve as a warning that these stoves carry a hazard for 
in excess of that to be expected from those using as fuel wood, 
coal or gas and every care should be used when they are in service 
to avoid leaky gasoline tanks, filling the reservoir while the stove 
is lighted, or any other action which might result in ignition of 
open gasoline in the room. 


One of the new types of fuel is compressed gas, of which 
there are several varieties; they are common, however, in the 
fact that they are made from some product of petroleum or 
natural gas, put up in cylinders, under high pressure, and shipped 
to the customer for use on his premises. These cylinders should 
be located outside of the occupied building and the fuel piped from 
the cylinder into the house, then if an explosion occurs (as it 
sometimes does) at the cylinder there should be no damage done 
to either persons or property inside the building. As a general 
thing, however, full precautionary directions are supplied with 
the cylinders and often the selling concern installs and makes all 
changes or fuel renewals through its own agents. 


The use of gasoline on the premises for cleaning purposes, 
particularly for cleaning gloves, laces, etc., introduces a hazard 
which should be recognized. Often gasoline will be poured into 
a basin and the ladies cleaning gloves, etc., will dip them into this 
liquid and rub together. This frequently creates a static spark 
with resulting ignition of the vapors around the surface of the 
gasoline solution and there have been many losses of life as a 
result of this practice. 


The use of gasoline for spraying furniture, or clothing—to 
prevent moths—causes vapors to accumulate in the rooms and 
danger from ignition and explosion under the proper mixture with 
air. The same hazard is involved wherever gasoline is handled 
openly in a building. 

Another fire hazard has been introduced through the use of 
some of the compounds recommended for use with floor mops. 
These compounds contain quick-drying oils and when the mops 
are put in dark corners spontaneous heating begins and often the 
mop eventually takes fire and the building is ignited accordingly. 


_ Probably the latest hazard is the spray guns which are now 
being sold all over the contry to be used with liquid paint for 
Syraying furniture, walls, etc. This liquid paint usually being of 
the pyroxylin base type is highly inflammable and explosive un- 
der proper conditions when sprayed into a room and mixed in the 
right proportions with air and if it is used on the premises at 
all every precaution should be taken to see that the rooms are 
thoroughly ventilated by means of air currents between the doors 
and windows and sweeping through to the outdoors. 


Another contributing cause to the increase in fire loss in 
dwellings is the fact that with the advent of moving pictures 
and the purchase of automobiles in nearly every family, people 
use the home mainly for sleeping purposes and, except for the 
children and servants, there is seldom anyone on the premises 
with any real sense of responsibility. 


‘es At the same time the present-day habit of men, women and 
children of smoking cigarettes in public and at home in the living 
rooms and in bed, with the cigarettes now sold treated with a

chemical so they will burn to extinction, should not be overlooked 
as one of the potential causes of fire loss here and almost every- 
where else. 


Every home should have in it one or more chemical fire ex- 
tinguishers as these first-aid appliances frequently prove the salva- 
tion of the place. Incipient fires can always be controlled and 
with these first-aid appliances immediately at hand, in most cases 
the fire can be caught just as it starts and the help of the fire 
department will not be necessary. 


Relating to the activities of the city fire departments, one 
thing very badly needed in our southern field is the standardization 
of the hydrant hose threads. I find on inquiry that sometimes 
in one small section there will be four or five different gauge 
threads used in as many towns so that allthough aid woul be 
ealled: for from one to the other in case of emergency, the out- 
side department would generally find itself unable to utilize its 
equipment on the hydrants of the city that is being helped. Dif- 
ference in hose threads during the times of horse-drawn apparatus 
was of small importance as it was unlikely that assistance could 
arrive in time, between city and city, unless a severe conflagra- 
tion might be under way. Under present conditions, however, 
with the purchase and universal use of automobile equipment, and 
with good roads connecting up the cities throughout our states, 
the situation is entirely changed. Help between cities at very 
considerable distance may be obtained in a very short period of 
time and there are few cities in the southeastern states that would 
not be able to secure assistance from at least five or six neighbor- 
ing cities within a reasonable time, should the emergency arise. 
Under these circumstances, I desire to recommend to your Asso- 
ciation that it make one of its major activities a movement in the 
direction of standardizing hose threads on the hydrants of the 
various municipalities in your state. Many sections in the United 
States have already carried through a campaign to this end most 
effectively and there would seem to be no reason why the same 
should not be done in the southern field. 


Another thing I desire to urge upon the fire chiefs; where 
there are sprinkler equipments in buildings under their jurisdic- 
tion, they should thoroughly acquaint themselves, and the proper 
men in their departments, with the location of the sprinkler cut- 
off valves and control arrangements so these may be promptly 
reached for cutting off the water after the first has been ex- 
tinguished and thus water damage on the premises minimized. 
Also they should be conversant with standpipe installations in 
tall buildings and the location of siamese connections so that fires 
in the upper floors of these buildings may be readily fought 
through hose connections on these floors using water forced up 
from the siamese connection at the street. 


Few chiefs have failed to report that wood shingle roofs as 
one of the most prolific sources of fires—demanding runs by the 
department—with which they have to contend. Under conflagra- 
tion conditions the wood shingle roff, particularly the old roof 
that has deteriorated and reached a point where it would ignite 
quickly from falling sparks, constitutes a most serious menace and 
the movement towards abanding the wood shingle in urban con- 
struction and substituting some form of hard roof has become 
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quite widespread. It is often urged that the need of an ordinance 
coverning those sections outside of congested-value districts in 
many of the cities and towns, does not exist. This I am quite 
willing to admit as long as these buildings are scattered and the 
distances between are such as to make sparks from one building 
unlikely to reach another. However, these sections, with the in- 
crease in population of this country, must build up and the open 
areas untimately be taken up with buildings and then the con- 
flagration hazard makes itself felt in these areas as well as in 
other districts. 


The proper method, therefore, is to build in the beginning 
with a view to the developement of a city and meet these con- 
tingencies before they arise. The Anti-Wood Shingle Roof Or- 
dinance, therefore, should extend to cover these areas as well as 
those in the congested districts. 


In this connection, I often have inquiries regarding various 
compounds and paints of a fire-resistive nature, which it is de- 
sired to apply to wood shingle roofs to make the shingles equal 
in fire-resistive value to some of the approved hard roofs. In 
such cases I have been compelled to state that while the treat- 
ment of the wood may in the first place bring about the desired 
results in all the materials of which we have knowledge the con- 
tinued action of the air, the heat of the sun and the alternate 
wetting and dryin (through the rains) have resulted in so leach- 
ingout such paint or compound that in a comparatively short 
time the shingles have no more fire-retardant value than they had 
before the coating was applied. 


The reduction of the timber supply through the continued 
cutting of the forests and failure to replant has completely 
changed, in a comparatively small number of years, the character 
of construction of buildings, both for business and residential pur- 
poses. Buildings of a fire-resistive or semi-fire-resistive charac- 
ter, are being constucted at a greatly increased frequency and 
this is extending even to dwellings, which would seem to be es- 
pecially wise where the home builder is building at a point out- 
side of fire department protection. The increased cost of fire- 
resistive construction over that of combustible buildings that were 
formerly erected is becoming so comparatively small—especially 
when the difference in maintenance cost is taken into consideration 
that it is being found quite practical to undertake this improved 
construction insofar as cost is concerned. 


Various substitutes for lumber and brick are being brought 
out from time to time, those that have been most widely used 
being hollow tile and hollow concrete block; brick and stone, of 
course, being almost as old as a construction material, as lum- 
ber itself. For fire walls and to obtain the best fire-resistive re- 
sults in the segregation of areas the standards are still confined 
to brick and reinforced concrete. For other purposes, however, 
such as outside walls, dwelling construction, ect., the hollow tile 
and hollow concrete block lend themselves very well indeed and 
reasonably cheapen the cost of construction. Until the past few 
years both of these materials have been. more or less unknown 
quantities insofar as their fire-retardant and fire-resistive value 
1S concerned and were simply bought under the name and used 
as desired. However, about three years ago the Underwriters’ 
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Laboratories completed a series of tests on hollow concrete block 
and have issued a list of the manufacturers of such block as they 
have found from their tests will fall under the standard set as 
to the number of hours fire-retardant value of a wall of given 
thickness. The Bureau of Standards has just completed a similar 
test and report on hollow clay tile and-it is now possible where 
these materials are bought to obtain them with the knowledge of 
the service they may be expected to render in the event of their 
being subjected to fire conditions. 


No discussion of fires and fire hazards would be complete 
without some reference to gasoline and other like products of 
petroleum. The use of gasoline has become so common that peo- 
ple generally are inclined to disregard its inherent hazards. I 
often hear expressions to the effect that the losses of life and 
‘property from gasoline are nothing like what might be expected 
considering the constant agitation that is carried on by fire fight- 
ers and underwriting organizations against it. These people over- 
look the fact that had it not been for the constant watchfulness 
and warnings sent out, under which reasonable care has been ob- 
tained and the proper methods of handling and use have become 
more or less customary, it would be difficult to say how great the 
losses due to this cause might have been—certainly many times 
more than what we have had up to the present time. While I 
shall not discuss the ordinary storage and use of this volatile liquid 
a word in regard to handling between tank cars and storage tanks, 
as well as between trucks and storage tanks, would seem to be 
in order. Practically the entire danger lies in the handling, the 
liquid being innocuous so long as it is contained in the proper re- 
ceptacles, enclosed and free of the oxygen of the air that com- 
bines with the gas and makes it inflammable or. explosive. We 
have had some very bad explosions and considerable loss of life 
in cases of tank cars parked and being tested or unloaded in the 
immediate vicinity of occupied buildings. Cities should prohibit 
the unloading of these cars in congested-value districts or within 
100 feet of occupied buildings. Tank trucks when discharging 
their contents at the underground tanks at filling stations should 
be thoroughly grounded as there have been fires and explosions in 
a number of instances due to static electricity developed by the 
gasoline flowing through the hose between the truck and the 
underground tank. 


One of the hardest economical fights the Nation has on its 
hands is the effort to destroy insect life that is costing the people 
of America so many billions of dollors in the destruction of crops 
and other farm products—the boll weevil, the tobacco weevil, and 
other similar insects that have been an enormous expense to the 
Nation. In an effort to combat this constantly growing evil the 
entomological bureaus of both the U. S. Government and those of 
the various states are developing poison powders, liquids and 
gases that, under proper conditions, might be quite as deadly to 
a human being as to insects. Some of these poisons like calcium 
arsenate are in powdered form, and others like hydrocyanic gas 
are put up compressed in metal tubes—but all are stored on var- 
ious premises that may be subject to fire. We are endeavoring 
to furnish recommendations as to storage of such chemicals so 
that they may not serve to injure other than the insect life for 
which they are intended but in the event of the release of such 
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gases and vapors during a fire the fire fighters would be in grave 
danger. Under the circumstances there should be information 
given to the fire department wherever such storage is in build- 
ings they may be called on to protect in the event of fire. 


The subject I have discussed before you has so many ramifi- 
eations that I have been able only to touch some of the high spots 
but I desire to leave with you the thought that there are scientific 
and technical forces throughout this country that are working in 
constant cooperation with you to conserve life and property and 
keep the fire waste at a minimum. 


The President: 


On behalf of the Association I want to thank you for coming 
to us and giving us your valuable time in making this address 
to our members, which I am sure they appreciate and from which 
I am sure they have gotten a wonderfully lot of good and a lot 
of ideas. 

I want to present to you at this time our friend, Sherwood 
Brockwell, State Fire Marshal. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Gentlemen: Before I go one bit further please allow me to 
compliment you as having sat through and listened to the char- 
acter we have just heard, his wonderful value to North Carolina. 
Not a single one of you took your eyes off of Mr. Schoen while 
he was talking. I thank you for that. 


! You have heard some wonderful addresses about the heroism 
of the firemen; you have heard many great things said about the 
firemen. If there are any two things that link together in the 
make-up of American Firemen, it is bravery, that willingness to 
die for a principal, running hand in hand and heart to heart with 
benevolence. 


I have the honor to present to you an outstanding fireman, 
a man who has been honored throughout North Carolina. He -has 
been honored by the B. P. O. E. He is not only an outstanding 
fireman but an outstanding Elk in North Carolina. I take great 
pleasure in presenting to you Hon. Thomas W. Haney, Daddy of 
the Fire Chiefs, of Jacksonville, Florida. 


Mr. Haney: 


Mr. President, Fellow Firemen, Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen: ; 


I don’t know, but it seems to me that you people love to ride 
an old horse. _I have been rode until I have got saddle-gall on 
me and I was in hopes at this time that they would give me some 
time to heal up. aah as al: 

Brother Brockwell’s introduction reminds me of a story I 
heard a Governor of our State tell one time about a negro in 
our community who had been to school and studied theology. He 
eee back home and realized that he had become a great benefit 
49 the negroes in his community in showing them the right way 

o live and leading them back in the ways of rectitude. He did 
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that for a great many years but along in his early manhood God 
saw fit to take him away, and I reckon this country is like ours,’ 
if a negro dies they promise to save him until Sunday to have a 
big funeral. This negro died and they kept him until Sunday and 
they had an old-time negro minister there. They brought the 
remains in the church and the church was crowded, and this old 
negro began to talk about this young man, the good he had been 
in the community, and he preached to some extent, and after a 
while he raised his hand and he said “I can see that nigger now 
passin’ just beyond the clouds.” He went on another line about 
his virtures and said “I see him goin’ in the blue skies in the 
heavens.” Finally after he delivered quite a discourse he said 
“Now I can see that nigger applying at the gate of St. Peter,” 
and there was an old woman sitting there who said ‘Good God 
that man’s shore got that nigger going.” That’s the way Brother 
Brockwell introduced me this morning. He has got me going. 


I have been in the Firé department for a great many years 
that I might be able to contribute to helping save life and prop- 
erty. As the days and years past on they organized a paid de- 
partment in Atlanta and after selecting a Chief they selected a 
Captain for the headquarters. They took a boy twenty-one years 
and six months old and put him in charge of the Atlanta Fire 
Department, and I was that boy. I stayed there ten years and 
on many occasions was acting Chief in the absence of the En- 
gineer. The service was that of an untrained youth and I put 
my heart and my whole soul into the work and through that effort 
made reasonable success as an officer. Afterwards I went to 
Jacksonville and took charge of the Fire Department. What I 
did there Mr. Brockwell and these older men around here that 
have been experienced and kept up with the Fire Department all 
over the country know. I succeeded there one day in burning 
up seventeen million dollars worth of property. (Applause). But 
that was in 1901, and there has never been a brick wall hit the 
sidewalk since that day. (Applause). 

I am out of the business now, and a man that I had for my 
right arm for a great many years when I was Chief is Chief of 
that department and I know he is worthy of the position and I 
know he is as good a fireman as I am if not better. The majority 
of these men are volunteer firemen. 


Gentlemen, it is you people up here on the stand that I want 
to talk to a little. Some of you don’t appreciate, or your citizens 
don’t appreciate what those young men are doing for your com- 
munity. You have your Rotarians, Kiwanis, Civic League and 
Chamber of Commerce. You have your meetings, you go in the 
winter time to a steam-heated room, an nice lunch is set before you. 
In the summer time you have your meeting to discuss your prob- 
lems out on a piaza somewhere where you have a breeze and fans 
to keep you cool and have a nice lunch to eat, but that bunch out 
there don’t get that stuff when they have a meeting. They don’t 
have those lunches because they can’t afford it; but they do go out 
in the day time, rain or shine, sleet or snow, day or night, half 
dressed lots of times when they leave their home, with coat on 
and hat in hand, going down by-ways seeking the location of your 
fire. Many of them go back home with a cold which developes 
into pneumonia, ruin their lives, some go with a broken arm or 
a fractured scalp, some don’t get back except by the help of those

who helped them fight. Out there is the greatest civic organiza- 
tion there is in the United States, barring none. There is a set 
of men who sacrifice their money, their time, their health and at 
times their life in serving the public in the community in which 
they live, and I want to say to you people that can better their 
condition, give them quarters that are in keeping with the work 
they do in giving that protection to the communities, which they 
are entitled to, and it is your duty to do it. 


I thank you. (Applause). 


The President: 


Chief Haney, we are delighted to have you with us and hope 
you will always meet with us when convenient for you to do so 
and we will always be delighted to have you and shake your 
hand. 


Mr Faggart, of Concord: 


In behalf of the Volunteer Firemen of North Carolina I want 
to thank the gentleman for what he said. That’s the best thing 
IT have ever heard. h 


The President: 


I don’t think we should bring this session to a close without 
hearing from one of our Old-timers in our own Association. This 
gentleman has no need of an introduction to this gathering or any 
other gathering in North Carolina of Firemen, and I am going to 
present Uncle Press Harper for a few words. 


Uncle Press Harper: 


Fellow-firemen, Mr. President (Excuse me): I have stood 
here and listened to my old friend make my speech that I have 
always made to the Eastern Carolina Association, and I am very 
proud indeed to know that I can have the pleasure of meeting 
with the State Firemen’s Association once more in my declining 
years, and if there is anything more I would like to do is to make 
a speech. When a man gets seventy years of age there’s a lot 
of things a fellow would like to do that he can’t do. 


I am just about as happy as I was a few nights ago when I 
was enjoying the hospitality of one of my friends in Kinston and 
there were four of us around -the table and among them was an 
old doctor about seventy plus, and a widower who was about sixty 
plus and an old firemen and we decided away in the small hours, 
about eleven o’clock, when we were all getting happy, that we 
would give a toast to our widower friend and the Doctor said 

Here’s to my friend, may he take to himself a wife soon and live 
long and happy.” The lawyer says: “Here’s to my old friend, may 
he take to himself a wife soon, and may she be all style and fash- 
ion, high-heel shoes, short dresses, ruby lips and rosy cheeks,” 
and the old Fireman said “Here’s to my old friend, may he take 
to himself a wife soon, but in my opinion it will have to be an 
old maid with plenty of patience.” 


If I were to undertake to make a speech you would have to 
fall on the road to patience because I couldn’t make a speech, 
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and I nearly bout wish I was as happy as I was that night, but 
there is nothing I want here because I am afraid it is like Lenoir 
County. That stuff is so mean we actually changed it from 
Lenoir County corn to elephant corn. A_ fellow was in the 
hotel and he took a drink of that stuff and it made him so mean 
he went up stairs and threw his trunk out the window. I don’t 
think Craven Corn is much better. Stay off that stuff boys. 


My friend Jim Wood remembers well when we boys used to 
get up and put on home talent plays and go around and ask con- 
tributions to send the boys to the fire tournament. The Mayor 
was actually afraid to volunteer $100.00 for you to go, but them 
days have gone. This organization has already educated the peo- 
ple to the fact that the firemen is the biggest asset they have in 
their town. They are a little standing army, standing ready at 
all times to protect the property of their community, and doing 
it without pay or hope of reward. You fellows possess that same 
fidelity, heroism, same love of your community as the boys who 
erossed the mighty deep and trampled the poppies beneath their 
feet. You deserve the same credit and should have it. When I 
come to a City and find that the City is not willing to contribute 
to the Firemen it makes me look with shame upon that City and 
I am sorry to find a town like that. I think these men are re- 
sponsible for the people of North Carolina being educated to the 
fact that the Firemen’s organization pays bigger dividends than 
any other organization in the town, and I hope that our town will 
never refuse to assist the boys in their laudable undertaking. 
Just so long as I live I shall contribute to the firemen of my town 
any way that I can. I hope this organization will live and meet 
in my town sometime. We are not quite equal to the occasion 
to entertain on account of not having ample hotels, but out latch 
string hangs on the outside, because you know when you reach 
our tewn a lot of unselfish boys are there and you are welcome. 


I am reminded of one day when I was on a committee going 
around to the good citizens of Kinston asking them to give us 
money enough to go to the Asheville Convention. We went in the 
home of Lovette Hines, God bless him, and he said “How much 
do you want?” and we told him we would leave it up to him” and 
he wrote us a nice check, one that we would appreciate, and he 
said “Boys, if you need any more come and get it.” Another one 
we went to, a very wealthy man, he reached his hands in his 
pockets and gave us twenty-five cents. He could have bought 
Lovette Hines that day. Some of the boys said “Why didn’t you 
hand it back to him?” I said “We needed the funds.” If a man 
of that character ever dies and goes to the pearly gates and 
knocks, St. Peter will meet him and say “What are you doing 
here, I’ve never heard of anything good you did in the community; 
tell me what you did.” And he will stick his head down and say 
“T gave the Firemen twenty-five cents and the firemen went away 
happy” and St. Peter will say, “Is that all you did?” and he will 
say “Yes” and St. Peter will say “Here, take this twenty-five 
cents and go to the other place, the Firemen are Having a Con- 
vention. in here and they don’t need you.” f 

If a fireman who is born, not made, ever dies and goes to 
the pearly gates and knocks no such word will ever reach his 
éar, but the electricity will flash the word “WELCOME” over the 
transom and the doors will fly wide open to you. 
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The President: 
We are always glad to hear from you. 


Ladies and gentlemen, we have one or two others here, par- 
ticularly a youngster that I want to present to you this morning 
just for a few remarks. I am sure you would all like to hear our 
friend Mr. Earnhardt from East Spencer. 


Mr. Earnhardt: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Firemen of North Carolina: I am 
not like the old brother over there; if there is anything in the 
world I’d rather not do than one thing, is not to make a speech, 
simply because I cannot make one. I have been accused of a good 
many things in my life, but never have been accused of preach- 
ing or making a speech. 


Now we old people, or we might call ourselves young peo- 
ple, are looking entirely to the young men of North Carolina and 
I am glad to be here today and look upon this audience and see 
the young blood of America, because right here is where we see 
it, because wherever we may go, town, village or hamlet, that has 
a fire department organized we will find right there in that de- 
partment the very choicest, the very red-blooded men of that Com- 
munity belonging and standing by the fire department. Now as 
I stated I have served my time as a fireman and I must say that 
I stand as an honor fireman in my community and in my town. 
I only come to the Firemen’s Conventions and tournaments be- 
cause I enjoy the society and fellowship of the young men and 
young women of this country. (Applause). That is the only 
way we can keep young. A man is just as old as he makes him- 
self and it doesn’t belong to the red-blooded firemen of North Car- 
olina to go around groping and complaining of their age, etc.; 
it’s not their business to do that. I attribute my longevity of 
life a good deal to association with just such men as you are here 
today, the red-blooded men of North Carolina. 


I served in the Civil War, found many hardships there, faced 
the cannon’s mouth, but you men, firemen of North Carolina, are 
doing a greater duty today than did those soldiers on the battle 
field. To you belongs as much credit as does the man that should- 
ered his musket and went to the front, because you are daily on 
your guard watching for the protection of homes and wives and 
loved ones and the children of your community, and it is through 
you that we are able when we return to our homes to lay down 
on our beds of repose at night and calmly go to sleep and trust 
our safety in your hands. It is you that protects us, and that is 
just the reason why I have come to the fire department to asso- 
ciate with you gentlemen, to associate with such a set of men as 
I see assembled here and to get acquainted with them and I’d like 
to shake your hand and I’d like to meet you. God bless you in 
your work when you go home and may you long live to wave that 
flag of the Firemen over the State of North Carolina. 

Mr. Garrison, of Salisbury: 


( We have heard quite a lot of wonderful speeches this morn- 
ing and feel right now that we would like to hear a wonderful 
song from Mr. Bennett of Durham. : 
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The President: 


Will you pardon me; I have just one other speaker. May I 
call him and then have the song? Gentlemen, I am sure that 
you would all be disappointed if I did not call upon Mr. George 
MeNeil of Fayetteville, to say just a word or two to you this 
morning in MEMORY of his Father. 


Mr. George McNeil: 


Mr. President, Brother Firemen, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Last year at Greensboro it was my pleasure to respond to 
the addresses of welcome made by the citizens of that town, but 
at that time I was prepared to say something and it is rather tough 
on a fellow, in fact it is horrible to have to follow the speeches 
made by our three venerable friends, but a fireman is supposed to 
be on duty at all times and answer every call, and in order to 
prove myself a good fireman it is up to me to say something in 
response to President Duckett. I don’t know exactly what to say. 
If I had been asked to say something about Al Smith I’d say it, 
because I’m for him. If I say something complimentary to the 
Firemen I don’t think I would be censured. Every since I was a 
little kid I always made it a Rule to stop and pay tribute when 
passing a Veteran of the Army. Since obtaining my manhood 
I have come to feel the same way with regard to the volunteer 
firemen. 

In my mind the volunteer and paid firemen come nearer being 
public benefactors than any other class of men. They are con- 
stantly on the alert and their business and profession makes them 
protectors of life and property. 


My friend from Jacksonville said that the public didn’t ap- 
preciate the firemen. I don’t agree with him. I believe the real 
North Carolina people always have and always will respond to 
any reasonable demand or request made by the firemen in the 
same spirit with which the firemen answer their calls. 


Before I sit down I want to say that the McNeil family will 
always love, revere and honor the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association and all that it stands for, and trust and believe that 
the splendid standard which has been maintained for the past 
forty years will never be lowered but will mount higher and 
higher until well nigh perfection has been achieved. 


The President: 
We will now have a song from Mr. Frank Bennett of Durham. 


Mr. Bennett: 


Fellows, I am going to try to sing for you a song that I love 
“Thank God For a Garden,” and I am going to rededicate it to 
Mr. Harper, Mr. Earnhardt and to Col. James McNeil. 


SONG 
“THANK GOD FOR A GARDEN.” 
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The President: 


Frank said he couldn’t do it but I knew that was a joke; he 
can do it. 


Mr. Whitley has an announcement to make at this time. 
Mr. Whitley: 


Immediately after this meeting we want every delegate and 
fireman of North Carolina and especially the ladies out in the 
front of the Hall to have their picture made. Immediately after 
the picture is taken see that the ladies from your town are as- 
sembled and they will be shown to the Boat Pamlico where a band 
concert and cruise on the river will be made. 


The President: 


Our next session is supposed to be at two o’clock and I want 
to urge all of you to be here on time and let’s get started on time. 
Let us transact the business of the Association in a business-like 
way and get through with it as quickly as possible and the heartier 
you get into this work the sooner we will get through and get . 
out of the meeting. 


The next thing will be the appointment of the Credential Com- 
mittee and if any of you haven’t got your credentials in to the Sec- 
retary do that before you leave the Hall so that he can get them to 
the Committee because they will have to go before the Committee 
before they can be approved and before you can be recognized in the 
meeting. Look after this please so that the Committee can report 
when we re-assemble at two o’clock. 


On that committee I will appoint:

The President: 


Let me urge upon all of you to be here at roll-call this after-. 
noon so we won’t have to defer this roll call in order to get you 
properly credited here. We had a_ lot of trouble last year at 
Greensboro; I think we defered the roll-call for two sessions and 
then we didn’t get all of the delegates there to answer and it has 
caused your officers this year some inconvenience to get it 
straightened out. The law requires you to answer the roll-call 
if you participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. Let me urge 


you to answer today so we won’t have to carry it over until to- 
morrow. 


The Secretary: 


Permit me to say one word to you gentlemen who represent 
your respective towns. The law requires you to answer the roll- 
call at this convention. Some of the boys think that they have 
compiled with the law when they have their name in Newbern. 
That hasn’t a thing in the world to do with the organization. 
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You have only done that at the request of our hosts. We do not 
take that as a record for the Association. No record is made 
here unless it is in this convention hall and let me urge you to 
see to it that you are here this afternoon to answer this roll 
eall so that when you go back home and see the Minutes you 
will see that you answered, and if you don’t answer the roll- 
call you may think your officers have not been fair and honest 
with you. Three men will be here to check .-the roll call that 
are not officers of the organization and we stand by the record 
they make and it is necessary for you gentlemen to get the 
money that is coming to you from the Insurance Commissioner’s 
office to answer this roll call and see to it that you are so 
recorded. 

The law requires this organization to notify Hon Dan C, 
Boney, and unless you answer he will be notified that you were 
present, then your Mayor and Board of Alderman, after giving 
you the money to come, will ask why you didn’t answer, and 
you will say that you recorded your name at the Fire Department. 
See that you answer this roll-call and let’s get through with 
this without a lot of correspondence and humiliation to you 
gentlemen when you get back home. 


The President: 


I was about to over-look one other gentleman that we have 
here, an honorary member of this Association whom I am going 
to call on for a few words to you aud I know you are always 
glad to hear him, and I refer to Chief W. D. Brosnan of Albany, 
Georgia. 


Chief W. D. Brosnan: 


It is a pleasure for me to be here with you once again. 
It is always a pleasure for me to shake the hand of my good 
old friends from the Tar Heel State of North Carolina. With 
years in the International Association of Fire Engineers it has 
always been my pleasure to associate with delegates from North 
Carolina even more so than from my native State of Georgia. 


We are still carrying on fire prevention in the U. S. Chambers 
of Commerce. Last year we withdrew from the contest and 
filed our report for the year’s work stating in the face of it 
that it was filed for information and not for contest. We wanted 
the world to know the Fire Prevention was still preventing 
fires and the record showed that the work had been carried on 
better than ever before during the year 1927 and we with-drew 
from the contest and Philadelphia was given the grand award. 


In my City the last five years the annual per capita fire 
loss was sixty five cents. So you will see that we are really 
traveling in the right direction in fire prevention. 


I just listened to this highly technical address of Mr. Schoen, 
my good friend, Chief Engineer of the Southeastern Underwriters 
Association. In our work we have to take those technical facts 
and apply them in a practical way. First we have to sell fire 
prevention to the public before we can apply it. The public 
will stand behind you always if you will let them know that 
you are right, and you sell it to them and then you can lead 
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them along instead of driving, and put the facts before them 
and get their cooperation. 

Our slogan is “A clean factory never burns.” Take this 
year, seven months gone, and our loss so far this year we have 
a per capita loss of twenty two per cent. 


Another thing we do. Of course we figure that we have 
got lots of fire engines, we still buy fire engines and hose, just 
like the U. S. Navy does for Battle ships, but engine and hose 
is our last line of defense. We use tarpaulin covers and salvage 
work and reduce our losses. 


It matters not what theory you have, if at the end of the 
year your loss record is high it is a bad showing. If you prac- 
tice salvage work you can reduce your loss. 


I want to again thank you for the privilege of being before 
you and for the privilege of being in the great old City Newbern.

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President’s Report 


TO THE OFFICERS. AND MEMBERS OF THE NORTH CARO- 
LINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Gentlemen: 


The past year has been a very busy one for your officers, 
there being a great many matters coming up for our attention 
and consideration. All the committees which I was instructed at 
the last meeting to appoint have been appointed, with the excep- 
tion of an Auditor for the Firemen’s Relief Fund. After a meet- 
ing of Secretary Miller, the Insurance Commissioner, and myself, 
held in Raleigh, we decided that probably this matter could be 
handled in a different way, thereby saving the Association a con- 
siderable sum of money, and I feel sure that this can be done. 


On October 27th I appointed on the James D. McNeill Mem- 
orial Committee the following gentlemen: Chief James H. Wood, 
of Asheville, Chairman; Chief A. B. Horney of High Point, and 
Chief George Mabry of Rocky Mount, and while this Committee 
has not received the support that we had hoped for, still they have 
accomplished a great deal and I trust that during this meeting, 
steps will be taken by you to bring this matter of the Memorial 
to a conclusion. 

On November 15th I visited the Fire Department, also the 
Chamber of Commerce at Sylva, and we now have their Depart- 
ment enrolled as members of the Association. 

On December 29th I visited the Bryson City Fire Department, 
which had been delinquent for almost two years, and I am glad 
to report that they now stand re-insted, with their Firemen’s 
Fraternal Insurance paid up. 

On March 26th the Executive Committee met with the Mem- 
orial Committee and the Advisory Board, in the City of High 
Point, and discussed matters pertaining to the Memorial Com- 
mittees work, and also made some investments of your funds. 


On April 4th I visited the Fire Department at Hot Springs, 
inviting them to join our association, but have not received their 
application at the present time. 

On April 9th Secretary Miller and myself met with the 
Arrangement committee, in the City of New Bern, and formulaed 
plans for your present convention. 

On June 5th the Executive Committee met at Salisbury, 
for the purpose of settling two claims against the Firemen’s 
Fraternal Insurance Fund, which had been held for some time 
on account of the reports of the local secretaries being incomplete. 

On July 27th I visited the Fire Department at Tryon, and 
found there a very progressive and up to date little Fire Deqart- 
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ment, with the men taking a great deal of pride and interest 
in their organization. We now have them enrolled as members 
of the Asscciation. 


Your executive Committee has two very important matters 
regarding the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance to handle this year, 
it being necessary to secure the legal advice in order to settle 
them properly. Your Secretary will probably make a detailed 
report of these, at which time, I trust the convention will look 
into these matters very wisely, and pass such measures as will 
insure their not occurring again. 


I would like to bring to your attention, and for your earnest 
consideration, some facts regarding Fire Prevention and Fire Ex- 
tinguishment during the past year, and ask your cooperation 
in this work. The fire loss for the United States and Canada 
in 1921 was a little more than 495 million dollars, and steadily 
increased each year until’'1926 when it reached a little more 
than 560 million. The Firemen of the country predicted last year, 
that in the future the loss would be decreased, and it is a pleasure 
to us all to note that during 1927 the loss was erduced to a littl 
more than 478 million dollars, or in other words a reduction of 
$ 82,202,000.00 and here I wish to congratulate the Firemen of 
North Carolina for their splendid work last year. In 1926 the 
fire loss for our State was $ 6,649,032.00, and in 1927 $ 5,744,077.00 
or adecrease of approximately $ 905,000.00, with a reduction of 
1038 fires over the record of 1926. This is a much better showing 
than was the report of the entire United States and ‘Canada, and 
let us urge upon each of you, in the years to come, to strive to 
make even a better record for your Town and for our State in 
this great work of Fire Prevention. 


This fire loss is a challenge to us. It points out very clearly 
the work which we must continue to do with increasing effective- 
ness, if life and property in North Carolina are to be rendered 
still more safe from the ravages of fire. 


To this end I wish to recommend to this body the establish- 
ment of a firemen’s institute, which would be conducted for ten 
days or two weeks each year at some convenient place in. the 
State. At this Institution the arts of fire-fighting and preven- 
tion would be taught. As instructors, the very best talent in the 
State and Nation could be obtained. The expense would be small. 
The assistance of various organizations and all the Municipalities 
could be enlisted. Of course, all of our Fire Departments furnish 
constant training and practice to their members. Most of you, I 
know, are capable and experienced firemen, but none of us are so 
accomplished that there is not more that we could gain in the 
way of experience and knowledge. Such an Institute would be 
to the firemen of North Carolina, what the clinic is to the phy- 
Sician, the post-graduate course is to the scholar. 


Of course, if such an Institute is established, it should be 
established by this organization and maintained under its auspices. 
1 sincerely trust that this proposal will receive the earnest atten- 
tion of this gathering, and will commend itself to you as an 
eminently wise undertaking for this organiaztion to sponsor. I | 
feel very intensely, that fire-fighting and fire prevention in North 
Carolina would receive new effectiveness from the stimulus of 
such an organization. 


I cannot close without speaking a personal word of gratifica- 
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tion at the healthy state of this organization. The membership 
is the largest in its history. It includes 130 cities and towns, 200 
companies, 130 chiefs, 109 assistant chiefs, 7 superintendents of 
Fire Alarm, 5 Buildings Inspectors and 3,065 firemen. This is a 
vertiable army of members, comprising altogether 3323. 

The finances of the organization are in excellent shape, as 
the report of the Treasurer will testify. The interest in the work 
of the Association, on the part of the members, is keen and wide- 
spread, and a source of strength to the organization. 

I am also happy to report that the Firemens Fraternal In- 
surance has the largest reserve fund, and the largest membership 
in its history. I cannot impress upon the members too strongly 
the value of this activity. It deserves your support in heaping 
measures. Whats more important, you need its protection. If 
you are not taking advantage of its protection, I would most re- 
spectfully, though most insistently advise you to do so. 

May I urge upon all the delegates the desirability of their 
attending all the sessions of this convention. We hope to start 
all meetings on time and to make them interesting. Feel free 
to participate in all discussions. 

- In concluding, please permit me to express my personal appre- 
ciation of the excellent support which has been accorded me on 
all hands. My term has been a positive joy to me, thanks to the 
fine co-operation which I have received from everybody. I shall 
always be under keen obligations to all of you.

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The President has stated to you members of the organization, 
which is 3320, it has been a proud time in my life this year when 
every man in the 130 towns in North Carolina has paid his per 
capita tax. 

Aside from that I want to call your attention to the fact that 
the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance fund of this organization, char- 
tered by the State began to function February 15, 1922, has paid 
to orphans and widows $63,856.00. We have had sixty-four deaths 
during six and a half years. You will see that you pay less than 
$12.00 a year to pay this $63,856.00. It is cheap insurance and 
is working nicely and is growing. 

The law requires you gentlemen to see to it that we have beforet 
us at this Convention a report from the local treasurer of your Re- 
lief Fund so that it can be audited by this Convention and sent to 
the Insurance Commissioner’s office at Raleigh. Out of 
towns. we only have that will receive money. Up uniil this 
time I have gotten about eighty-five of those reports in and this 
bunch of reports has come in since I have been in New Bern and. 
I haven’t had time to tabulate them and tell you whose report is 
not on file. If we have time tomorrow I will give you the names of 
the towns that haven’t this report in. The law says you must 
have it. I carry with me in my bag the blanks to make this re- 
port and if you are interested in your own department and your 
boys at home tomorrow when this list is called and your report 
from your town is not here I want to ask the delegates, chiefs and 
assistant chiefs to come to the desk and procure this blank and 
make it your business when you go home to go to your treasurer 
and see to it that he sends this report in. When that is done and 
when you have paid your per capita tax you are entitled to all of 
the benefits derived therefrom. I ask you to make it a point to- 
morrow to see that you get one of these blank reports and see 
that your Secretary gets it to the office of the Secretary so that 
it can be printed in the Minutes.

Next is the report of the Statistician, Mr. Charter C. Harris, 
of Rocky Mount, N. C. 
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Statistician’s Report 


Mr. President and members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association: 


In submitting my report as statistician of your association I 
do not propose to take up your time by giving you a lot of dry 
and uninteresting figures, but I do feel that, in justice to you and 
to the great record you have made in the reduction of fire loss in 
the State, I should call to your attention a few facts that this re- 
port reveals. 

First, let me say that I am proud of the record you have made. 
The total fire loss in 1927 was $5,744,077.00 as compared with the 
1926 fire loss of $6,649,032.00, or a decrease in the loss for 1927 
of $904,955.00. I regard this as a most excellent reduction, as it 
just barely misses the one million mark we had all hoped for. 
There were 103 fewer fires in the State for 1927 than in 1926, there 
being 2,333 fires last year as compared with 2,436 in 1926. 

As to the per capital loss, I am proud to say that Rocky 
Mount, with a per capita loss of 38 cents, had the smallest in the 
State, with Asheville second with a per capita loss of 68 cents. I 
think this is a wonderful record for cities having a population of 
over 20,000 and I say, “Hats off to the Chiefs of these two cities 
for the wonderful work they have done.” 

The per capita loss for the State for 1927 is $1.91 as compared 
to the per capita loss of 1924 of $2.13, a reduction of 32 cents. The 
average per capita loss for the last six years is $2.38, whereas 
the per capita loss for the United States for 1927 is $4.40 as com- 
pared to the per capita loss in 1924 of $4.65, a reduction of 25 
cents. The average per capita loss for the United States for the 
last six years was $4.80. 

We have made a most remarkable reduction in our fire losses 
in the last six years. In 1922 our fire loss was $8,144,721.00 as 
compared to our loss in 1927 of $5,744,077.00, a reduction of $2,- 
400,644.00, or an average reduction per year for the last six years 
of $400,107.00, which is a record that we all should be proud of, 
especially when we consider that each year millions and millions 
of dollars of new buildings have been erected, and these buildings 
with their contents have greatly added to our fire hazards, there- 
by increasing the State’s wealth which we must protect. 

In view of these statistics and the circumstances that sur- 
round them, it seems to be indicated beyond a doubt that the 
splendid co-operation of our various organizations in carrying out 
our fire prevention program, and our wonderful fire departments 
with all their splendid equipment working for the reduction of fire 
waste in this State, by bringing about greater carefulness with 
fire hazards, a more general use of non-burning structural ma- 
terials, safer building codes, and by otherwise enhancing the safety 
of modern existence, all of these, I say, are making real advance 
against the great demon, FIRE!

We will now have the miscellaneous business. 


Mr. 

I am from Greenville. Is there anyone here from Green- 
ville? I am from Greenville, N. C., and a member of the Fire 
Company of Greenville, have been a member of it twenty-six years 
and I am a real fire fighter. I am standing up to be a man of 
life savers, that’s who I am. I wish Brother Hofler and other 
members of the Hope Fire Company of North Carolina spreading 
from the east to the west and south to the north, but I understand 
right now, that a member has just now told me that we were on 
the idea of disbanding, but, ladies and gentlemen, let me tell you, 
we are not disbanding and never intend to disband as long as life 
lasts in my body. (Applause). I would like to know if there is a 
member here from Mt. Olive; if there is hold up your hand. Let 
me tell you, I. am a fire fighter. (Great applause). I want to 
know if our Chief is here from Greenville, North Carolina. I re- 
member the time when I walked through the fields of grass or 
through the fields of cotton, but not through the fields of battle, 
because I didn’t have to. 

We are volunteers; we are not hired men. Every man that 
is paid by his township hold up your hand. (No hands up). I’m 
a fire fighter. How many men know me? When a Board of 
Aldermen or when the Mayor employs a King over you, be care- 
ful, don’t accept them. Get your own King, get your own chief. 
Be careful. Hear me, Pm a fire HS 
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The President: 


Chief Earnhardt has arose to a point of order. We are under 
the head of miscellaneous business and the gentleman who arose 
to a point of order says that there is nothing before the house and 
therefore they don’t know what you are talking about. 


Mr. Earnhardt: 


I want to talk a little to you about 4 matter that possibly may 
be in the hands of the Executive Committee so far as our fraternal 
insurance is concerned. The point that I was driving at, I think 
our insurance ought to be raised some. I believe if our insurance 
was raised to a thousand dollars that we would be classed better. 
The complaint is going out that the Firemen are paying too much 
for the amount of insurance they get. I’d like a committee ap- 
pointed. We want a safe and sure thing and a safe and sure 
foundation. I would suggest that there be a committee appoint- 
ed by the President before we adjourn and let them go into this 
matter with the idea of raising the insurance and if they think ad- 
visable raise it some. I don’t think it is advisable to pile up too 
much money in one firm. Not that we distrust our officers or 
anything of the kind, we have all confidence in them, but banks 
and institutions have been failing and I don’t believe it is advisable 
to pile up too much money, and we want the value of our money 
when we put it out. I believe our people are willing to pay. 
When our members die we want their families to have more than 
what they get, more than one thousand dollars. I hope a com- 
mittee will be appointed to investigate this matter and will report 
it back to this Convention tomorrow just what their recommenda- 
tion is and then you people say what you want to do. 

The Insurance Association has been in existence for about six 


years. We haye lost one member by removal since we organized. 
I believe we ought to have the insurance raised. 


Chief Nissen: 


Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the Convention: 


I move that the Executive Committee take the matter that has 
been under discussion relative to raising the amount paid on the 
fraternal insurance, subject to advisement and subject of course to 
the existing insurance laws of the State of North Carolina. You 
all know of course that we couldn’t do anything contrary to the in- 
surance laws of North Carolina.

May I suggest that you include the Advisory Board of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee.

In the Statistician’s report I think he made a mistake relative 
te the National fire loss. It was the City of Greensboro and Dur- 
ham— 


The Statistician, Mr. Charles C. Harris: 


This was with reference to the State and not the National. 
As I understand the one that you saw was the National fire waste. 
That was on the standpoint of efficiency in the fire department, 
and if you will notice I think Rocky Mount was about seventh and 
that was counted for efficiency and not actual fire loss, equipment 
you have and so many men paid, and population of your city. This 
was just the facts in North Carolina. 


Mr. Jowdy. 
I beg your pardon. JI thought it was a National affair. 


The President: 
Is that satisfactory? 


Mr. Jowdy: 
Yes sir. 


The President: 


Just at this time I am going to call on one of our visitors, 
whom a great many of you know, for a few remarks, Mr. R. A. 
Foster, Chief of the Fire Department of the Norfolk Navy Yard. 


Mr. Foster: 
Mr. Chairman, Brother Delegates of this Convention and Firemen 
of the State of North Carolina: 


I want to say as sort of a critic, I may get around in other 
States more than most of you boys do attending firemen’s con- 
ventions where firemen’s business is discussed. I waited until af- 
ter the officers of your Convention made their reports to say what 
I have to say to you. You might not know it, but of all the States 
in the thirteen original Southern States North Carolina stands 
paramount as a State organization. You are second to none on 
the great Atlantic slope of the United States from the State of 
Main clear down to the southern extremity, and Massachusetts is 
the only State that runs parallel with you in having a good State 
organization. You have heard a lot about New Jersey and New 
York. Massachusetts has only got you beat in one thing. They 
have established a drill school for the education of the State of 
Massachusetts where they teach them not only the art of fire 
fighting but combatting fire where confronted with great difficul- 
ties. ; 
I hope every member of this Convention and every member 
in this hall will read closely Mr. Schoen’s speech as will appear in 
your Minutes. ; 

Massachusetts has gone that one step further. You, today, 
went on record as advocating that one step; but as an organiza- 
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tion Massachusetts does not surpass you. In reading the report 
of your Secretary who has served you for twenty years, you have 
come from naught to a financial and successful organization, one 
of the largest in the country outside of California. In comparing 
the figures between the State of California and the State of North 
Carolina I find that you are even paramount to them because they 
have just recently brought their organization up to be 87% in 
their state. So you have something to be proud of. 


I work for the Federal Government. I heard the discussion 
about your insurance. The Federal Government takes from me 
for possible retirement when I reach the age of sixty-four cents 
on every dollar. If I live to be sixty years of age whether I will 
enjoy retirement at the present time of one thousand dollars a 
year. I have been in this game since 1900. 


Mr. Tom Heeney set an example for you this morning in re- 
gard to the respect the community ought to bear to you. 


I am attending the North Carolina Association for the second 
time, not as a guest, as much as I enjoy coming here with you, be- 
cause I feel that I am just as mush a North Carolinian, being in 
the Federal service as well as you. My people came from South 
Carolina, the slowest State on the Atlantic Seaboard. I say that 
because I am out of South Carolina now. Pe 


Your confidence in the officers elected has made you what 
you are today, together with the co-operation that you have given 
them. in selecting future officers for your organization select a 
good one, he might not be the most popular hand-shaker, but he 
might be the most efficient man in conducting the affairs of the 
organization. Select a man to do your work. 


In the next two weeks we have a State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association meeting in my town adjacent to me, whose conditions 
are deplorable, who cannot show you a dollar to run their business 
from year to year because they have not thoroughly organized at 
this time. You have done so and I congratulate you on it. 


You have heard of the men who are not attending here. Their 
cities are not up to their responsibilities. Why? Because the 
members of the Association have not forcibly brought it home to 
them by demanding the respect of that city to see to it that they 
were here. ‘ 

On hearing the graduating exercise at George Washington 
College the Dean asked the audience what was the most important 
word in the English language that applied to the success of the 
human race. Some said love, some said sacrifice; and finally the 
Dean answered the question “Respect.” 


First you have got to have individual respect yourself, to re- 
spect the position which you take, and I want to appeal to you men 
as I did last year at Greensboro. I haven’t heard the fire appa- 
ratus in response to fire alarms. I want to ask you again, respect 
your hosts, see that this apparatus does not get a needless run 
while you are in the city which you are visiting. I say this not 
in offense to the integrity of your respect. 


The last few mornings I was extremely hurt by a man mak- 
ing the statement that the conduct of some of the men was such 
that he would be glad when the convention was over. I was hurt. 
I asked him kindly to reserve his criticism until the convention was 
over. J am appealing to you as fellow-firemen and with great re- 
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spect for you and your officers that when you leave New Bern the 
possibilities will be as Atlanta when we got ready to leave, she 
threw her hat in the ring and asked us to come back the next year. 
Have respect for your hosts, which have certainly been open armed 
and such hospitality. 

Think wisely before you increase your insurance rate on your 
present per capitation. A child must crawl before it can walk, 
and you are still in the organizing standpoint, your finances are 
still in the making, so when your bones get harder and your 
finances get stronger then you can talk about a greate? relief to 
those that need it. I have spent the best part of my life devot- 
ing it to this game. I am employed by the Government who de- 
pend upon what I learn from you and from everybody I come in 
contact with. Wisdom is the thing you have got to work on. 
You have to craw! before you can walk. 

I appreciate this opportunity of talking to you. I have had the 
pleasure of mingling with you before. I feel myself a North Car- 
olinian; I know everybody from one end of the State to the other 
who is affiliated in your profession, and I hope next year the Con- 
vention will be in some adjacent city so I will be able to walk 
there or ride there. 


The President: 
We appreciate what you have had to say and are glad to have 
you with us. 


The Secretary: 


I think we went a little fast today in adopting the Minutes 
just when we did and I wish it was so that we could open that ques- 
tion and distribute the Minutes now and let the boys take them 
with them tonight; they might discover something that is not right 
in there, and if that is so I think the question ought to be opened 
tomorrow morning for final disposition of the Minutes. f You will 
find the Minutes and by-laws governing the Institution in the back 


of the book. 


The President: 
Mr. Whitley, Chairman of the arrangement committee, has an 
announcement to make at this time. 


Mr. Whitley: 


Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Association: We have ar- 
ranged for tonight at 8 o’clock at the Episcopal Church a memorial 
service. Quite a lot of time has been put on this program and it 
is going to be one that you will enjoy and I think each and every 
one of us should attend. I am proud of this occasion for this 
reason. It seems to me that there are more firemen in the Con- 
vention Hall than any time that I have ever attended, and I have 
been going a good long time, and today I feel proud and I want 
you to make me still prouder tonight by attending this memorial 
service. The President and Secretary will have a part in the 
program and the local talent will take the rest. 
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I hope you all enjoy yourselves while here. The Committee 
can’t hope to get in touch with each and every one of you, but I 
assure you that we are glad that you are here and hope you will 
have a good time, and if there is anything we can do, any com- 
ittee or myself, at any time just ask us. Another thing, in at- 
tennding the different fire houses there are refreshments served, 
but I want to inform you that not until ten o’clock tonight will any 
of these places be open on account of the memorial services. 


I want.to tell you as I told you before, if you don’t see it ask 
for it.

For the memorial exercises tonight it is necessary to have

The President: 


jl think his remarks are well taken and I feel sure that you 
gentlemen will cail it to the attention of those with whom you 
come in contact. 


Dr. Long, of Graham: 


I would like to ask that those who go around blowing horns 
not to blow them during the memorial services. 


The Secretary: 


Let us urge one and all to attend the meeting. Our host has 
prepared a program that we will no doubt be proud of and while 
they are doing that they are saying silently, if in no other way,. 
that we want you to attend. They are preparing something for 
us and I would think very little of myself and my friends if we 
don’t go out and show them that we are interested in this one par- 
ticular thing. We would like to show to the citizens of New Bern 
that we are interested in certain things that they are interested 
in. They have set up a program for us and let us carry it out by 
- having the pews full tonight. You know that when a fireman 
dies in a neighboring town you get in your automobile and go to 
pay your last respect to that brother. Tonight the people of New 
Bern are asking you to spend not over sixty minutes in the church 
and hear the memorial service which will be given to us there and 
which we are a part of and we-certainly should take that much 
time and show respect to our host. It is very sad to the officers. 
They have got to be there and we call the roll and the answer 
“dead” to each name that is called, and we certainly ought to feel 
an interest and go to the church. The people down here will turn 
out and if they see that we are not interested they will think they 
prepared something that wouldn’t be accepted. Lets all go and” 
spend an hour at the church this evening. 


Chief Nissen: 


Along the line that Dr. Long stated, I move that we ask Chief 
Jowdy to convey a request to the police from us that they defer 


traffic insofar as possible from that church between the hours of 
eight and nine. 


Mr. Jowdy: 
I will be glad to have that done. 
Chief Shaw: 


I am very much interested in this service and I wonder if it 
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would be too much to ask the Chief to put it on a poster at the 
hotel stating that this service will be held tonight and we expect 
you there. 


The President: 


I think Chief Jowdy and his committee will look after these 
matters as requested. 


Tomorrow morning’s program will begin at nine-thirty and I 
trust you will be here promptly so we may get through with what 
we have to do as early as possible before it gets too hot in the 
middle of the day. 


Mr. Manning, of Williamston, N. C.: 


I think the most unfortunate thing that could happen is a 
false alarm sent in by firemen who may want to be a little funny. 
Sometimes a fellow will pass a box and turn in the alarm to see 
the home company get out and possibly one or more persons will 
get killed. 


The President: 


In reply to Mr. Manning I don’t believe that any fireman visit- 
ing in New Bern or in the New Bern fire department will turn in 
a false alarm this week while here. There are things that happen 
sometimes that they get credit for, but I believe the firemen of 
North Carolina are too honorable to do a thing like that. We 
know the hazards of it and I believe if there is one turned in it 
will be someone taking advantage of the association having met 
here when it could be blamed to the firemen. I don’t believe the 
firemen would do it and you have to show me before I believe it. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


I said at Morehead that any man who called himself a man 
wouldn’t turn in a fire alarm. I expressed my opinion that I 
didn’t think you could make a North Carolina fireman drunk 
enough to go out and put in a false fire alarm. It might be that 
some man that has so far forgotten himself, got in on the roll and 
called himself a fireman, but I don’t believe any fireman in North 
Carolina would take one back that was found guilty of putting in 
a false fire alarm. I know you wouldn’t take him back. 

I want to say this: Every man in this house knows that the 
most dangerous thing a fire department can do is to be delayed. 
Anything that would delay your fire department is something that 
would tear down your ability. Most towns of North Carolina 
have suffered from having accidents and delays. 

Last night we had one false fire alarm; we went to it; after 
that your Chief, just like the Chief in Greensboro, instructed the 
fire truck to stay in the house, one automobile will answer that 
alarm and if upon arriving at the scene find there is a fire will send 
in the word by code, and the dirty inhuman cur will not be re- 
warded by seeing them turn out. 

The trouble about that is this. Tonight at two o’clock my 
four children will be asleep in the house in New Bern and be- 
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cause some dirty, damnable cur turns in a false alarm and we are 
trapped in that house there will be from three to four ‘minutes de- 
lay. That’s the magnitude of it. I know there is not a man in 
the house who would think of doing such a thing, but if you do 
find one and if you ain’t got guts enough to knock him in the face 
show him to me. 


Mr. John Lewis: 


I think the roll call ought to be made one more time for the 
benefit of those who were absent. 


Mr. Miller: 


It is pretty hot. If the teams who are going to compete for 
the prize money Thursday will meet tomorrow at eight o’clock on 
the third floor of the Gaston Hotel we will draw for positions. 


Mr. Brockwell: ; 


If any one has come in since the booths closed at the hotel if 
they will go to the Atlantic Fire Department they can register 
there. 


Mr. Levitte, of Carthage, N. C.: 
Some of our boys came here Sunday. 


The President: 


The law requires that they be here and answer the roll call. 


If you will refer to your programs a moment for tomorrow’s 
Session you will find that we have a business session at 9:30 at 
which time State Fire Marshall Sherwood Brockwell will address 
us.

Memorial address by Rev. A. J. Vache: 


In the 14th chapter of the Gospel according to St. John we 
find these words written: 


“I go to prepare a place for you.” All life is a preparation 
from the tiniest plant that grows to the giant oak; from the tiniest 
cell to that crowning glory of creation, man, all life is a prepara- 
tion. 

When our boys came back from the meeting last year they 
started right away making preparations for your coming this 
week, and I know that you have been preparing for something to 


come here and to take part in the celebration and in the events of 
this week. 
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So life is ever preparing, so life is ever making ready to live, 
and ever making ready to answer to His call. 


The Master said: “I go to prepare;” He has gone to make 
ready when the great summons is given that men might find a 
place at the call. 


We are come tonight in our humble way to honor the mem- 
ory of men who have answered the last great call; we have come 
to honor them because they are men. God, give us men, strong 
men; men who can stand up under the strain of life, men who can 
remain strong and sturdy, and I think it is one reason why we 
should honor these men tonight, because they were men, men who 
in the habits of life were able to think clearly, were able to think 
quickly, were able to accomplish, went to the call because they 
were men. The world demands men today; men who are fear- 
less, men who are not afraid to tackle tasks no matter how hard 
they are, men who will not shrink because there is danger nearby, 
men who are daring and who press on and on. Why? Because 
they are men. O, that we might be men, that we might stand out 
boldly and fearlessly in the great struggles of life and in the great 
things which life calls us to. I say we honor these men tonight 
and their memory because they were men, men who were ready 
to answer the call of life and duty because they were prepared. 


How can we live unless we are prepared, and preparation pre- 
supposes service. What would be the use of you boys working 
at home day after day on your machines, trying to see how quick- 
ly you can couple the hose, or how quickly you can ring the bell, 
or how fast you can run with the reel unless you anticipated the 
time you were going to use that not only in the tournament, but 
in service. So we should be prepared for service, that service 
which demands our all. How we should honor these men who 
have departed because they were men who gave themselves in 
service, unselfish service, a service whereby they were seeking to 
save property, whereby they were seeking to save life, whereby 
they were seeking to save a friend, and yet it might be an enemy; 
when the time came to serve they laid aside that feeling, whether 
it was the home of a man they hated, or whether it was the fac- 
tory or home of a man they loved; a service of helpfulness, giving 
of what they had. At midnight it made no difference, or wheth- 
er the busy morning hour, or they might be enjoying a ball game 
or some other recreation or amusement, but when the call came 
they answered and they answered because they were men and they 
answered because they were perpared to serve. Oh, what a won- 
derful thing it is. “I go to prepare,” said the Master. 

He went to prepare for men and he went to prepare for men 
that were prepared to live through service, and then I think we 
should honor these men tonight. and their memory because they 
were men prepared to serve when called. Some men are prepared 
and some men will serve when they are ready; but I think as I 
watch the great host of men in various cities who make up our 
fire Departments, from the volunteer to the man who as a citi- 
zen is employed, they go when they are called, no matter when 
that call may be. It may be the voice or a shriek in the midnight 
hour, it may be the shriek of the siren out in the blackness of the 
night or it may be the shriek of the whistle on a windy night call- 
ing for help, someone in need; how they respond, unselfishly they 


answer the call. ; 
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Well do I remember when the great fire was here, how we 
fought all morning at the lumber yard. We thought we had a 
disastrous fire, and then late in the morning came the call to the 
negro section. How the men toiled and sweated, and we sent out 
the call to our friends in Kinston and Washington, and they an- 
swered the call. A perilous journey it was in the day when we 
had no good roads, and yet these men came and how they toiled 
and labored with us against winds, how they labored with us in 
that cold in order that it might be saved, in order that they might 
protect, in order that they might help us. 


We should honor men those men who have gone on before, 
they have been men prepared to serve and have served and an- 
swered the call, no matter what that call might have been, but 
tonight I bring you the call that comes from the Master of men, 
and I believe those brethren, though they are dead, yet they speak 
to us: “Be strong, be prepared for the great adventure of life, be 
prepared to answer the call, be prepared to serve.” 

The time is coming when we must answer the great call, the 
voice speaks to us, shall we be prepared to answer that call; shall 
we hear the tolling of the bell and be prepared to answer? 

The Master says: “I go to prepare a place for you.” Are we 
prepared to answer this call that we might enter into this mansion 


' * where’ these who have already answered have gone, or shall we 


be late; shall we stand outside the door, too late? Yes, tho’ they 
are dead, yet they speak to us, and God grant that each of us 
shall be prepared and when the call is made that we shall answer 
prepared to serve.

The next in rder of business on this morning’s program is 
an address by State Fire Marshal, Sherwood Brockwell. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen: 


I want all of you to get your pencils out because I am going 
to talk about your folks. “I’m an Old Fireman. Be Careful.” 


You boys have been in Newbern this week and think you 
have seen some hot weather, but there was a man who came here 
from Rocky Mount and stood in the middle of the street yesterday 
at noon with an overcoat on and slowly froze to death. (applause) 
Rocky Mount is hot in summer. 


Several years ago a young man named Gravely, whom every- 
body in Rocky Mount loved, was elected Mayor. He took his 
seat on the first day of July and on the second day of July a 
committee of seven typical old fashion negroes called on him while 
the Mayor was sitting in his office, in front of an electric fan, his” 
shirt thrown opened, drinking ice water and complaining of the 
heat. The tallest of the negroes said: “Mr. Mayor, I am de 
spokesman of this committee of seven, and we called on you to 
do us a little favor, if you please.” 


It happened that each of the seven were old fashioned home 
- town negroes and he, the Mayor, had been reared in Rocky 
Mount, and any one of the seven, if they had found him, when 
he was a child, doing anything he ought not to have done, could 
have spanked him and it would have been perfectly alright with 
his family. The spokesman continued: . 


__ “We is tickled to death to know that you is elected to the 
high office of Mayor, and now Sir, on the seventh day of July, 
dere will be a diocese meeting of the Colored Baptist Church of 
Eastern North Carolina at our Church, and we crave you, Sir, 
to come and make the address of welcome.” The Mayor tried to 
wiggle out of it, knowing as he did what to expect of a gathering 
of that kind in a small negro church on a hot day in July, but’ 
not wishing to offend any of the friends of his boyhood, finally 
asked what time they would want him to make the address. The 
negroes’ reply in unison was: “What time would it be most con- 
venient for you to be there?” The Mayor said: “I'have an en- 
gagement with Mrs. Gravely at the Country Club, and cannot 


re there until 8:30” and they said “That shall be the accepted 
ur. 


Immediatly after the engagement at the Country Club, the 
Mayor and his wife drove to the colored church, which would 
ordinarily hold some three hundred but on this hot night there 
were about seven hundred inside and seventeen hundred outside. 

The Mayor knew well when he got in the proximity of the Church 


because before he heard them or gs 
were there. (Applause) ns phere he knew the negroes 
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Arriving at the curb the committee were in waiting and by 
brute force and negro muscle soon made a pathway to the door of 
the Church, and as the Mayor and his wife went in there was a 
six foot negro, who wore a number fourteen shoe, up on the plat- 
form making a speech, and to put it mildly, oratory was running 
wild, and there was a magnificent reception of his oratory among 
the congregation being thus addressed. 

The committee going ahead of the Mayor and his wife, were 
clearing the ailse and at short intervals urging the interested mob 
to “make room for the Mayor, make room for the Mayor’s wife.” 
But the negro on the platform waxed loud and eloquent. Final- 
ly as the Mayor and his wife reached a point half way: down the 
aisle of the Church, the negro orator on the platform stopped 
suddenly, and as the Mayor said, the silence was awesome. The 
Mayor had taken about five steps further down the aisle when 
the negro orator again started talking, but this time in a well 
modulated tone, saying:» Now, my dear brothers and sisters, it 
becomes my great pleasure to inform you that our beloved Mayor, 
to whose splendid address of welcome I have just responded, is 
now with us.” (Laughter) 

I tell you this because I want you to be on your guard. I am 
not going to say anything to you this morning that you haven’t 
heard before. Any man who addresses this organization as much 
as I do is bound to, sooner or later, respond to his own address 
of welcome. 

That same Mayor had a negro working for him named De- 
vereaux, and one morning Devereaux came into his office and 
said “Mr. Gravely, dem negroes down yonder in my church has 
done and played Hell,” The Mayor said, ‘What have they done?” 
“They have called me to preach for them next Sunday,” he said, 
and they wants me to preach on this. text: “Be Sho your sins will 
find you out,,’ and I have come here to see if you will help me 
fix up some kind of sermon around this text.” 


Mr. Gravely took the text and wrote a dandy sermon around 
it, and next Monday morning all the negroes were talking about 
what a fine sermon old Devereaux had preached. From then on 
for the next six months, every other Wednesday Devereaux would 
come in with a text and the Mayor would write his sermon for 
him, but after this first six months Devereaux stopped coming 
in and Mr. Gravely hadn’t seen him for some time. One morn- 
ing Devereaux did come in and Mr. Gravely asked him: ‘“What’s 
the matter Devereaux? Have those negroes run you away from 
the Church?” Devereaux replied: “Naw, Sir. Dat they ain’t. 
And what’s more, I have been ordained and I now preaches every 
Sunday.” Mr. Gravely said: “That’s strange, as you don’t come 
to see me any more to get your sermons.” Devereaux replied 
saying, “Naw sir, Mr. Gravely, I don’t ‘cause, Thank God, since I 
has been ordained, I have been getting my messages direct.” 

I don’t know what I will talk to you about this morning, but 
I do know my message will come direct. So my text will have to 
be “Times Have Changed.” 

While most of you are younger men, I can look around me and 
see many of the old time firemen, who were fighting fire during 
the old bar room days. They were happy days! I want to tell 
you young men that they were the heroic days of fire service. 
Think of heartbeats of the wives, mothers and loved ones of those 
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old time firemen, of those old days, when the firemen, hearing the 
pealing tones of the town bell telling him that a fellow being was 
in distress, jumped out of bed at mid-night on a cold winter night, 
and, half clad, go tearing away from his loved ones to where duty 
called. There were no automobiles then. Think of heartaches 
of the wives, mothers and sweethearts sitting at the window see- 
ing that demon flame flashing far up into the sky, seaking de- 
struction. Think of the heartaches as she sat there, knowing 
that her loved one was in there risking his all that others might 
be saved. Think of her thoughts as she would finally watch it 
die down slowly and after a peaceful calm had come following the 
storm of fire destruction. Then there would come to this mother, 
this wife, or sweetheart, the real heartache, because then she 
knew, this wife this mother, this sweetheart, that “It wouldn’t 
be long now” before her loved one would come “Staggering” 
home. (Loud applause) 


Times have changed. We have watched times change in our 
organization. We have watched the great old State, which we 
all love, change. There has never been a time in my life when 
I was not proud of it, but the greatest honor of all is to be able 
to get up in some other State and have that thrill come over 
me when I speak of the North: Carolina Firemen’s Association, an 
Association which is doing more for its State than any other 
firemen’s association in the world. There is a thrill to that when 
you know it is so and tell it in some far off state. : 


We will go back to 1887 and bring it up until today. No set 
of men on the face of the earth has been of such value to the State 
in which we live. Today, we find one of the largest state depart- 
ments in North Carolina, in my opinion, very wisely spending 
thousands of dollars a year telling the rest of the world what 
North Carolina is doing, advertising our advantage as a state. 


_ This Department, originated by our Excellent Governor, is 
doing a splendid work in the State, but up to and including this 
morning, with data thus derived, North Carolina can lay claim 
only to being the “Fifth” state in the Union. From our govern- 
ment report we find that with Federal tax returns, we are some- 
where in the neighborhood of the “THIRD” state in the Union, 
but when we turn to the firemen’s activities of this country, 
when North Carolina turns to you, you can answer them- back, 

Not FIFTH, not THIRD, not spending thousands of dollars a 
year advertising, “but at your own expense and on your own man- 


power, “holding North Carolina up as the FIRST state” in this— 
union of ours. 


In nearly every firemen’s convention I have addressed, I 
hear some man, and quite often a man whose heart beats just as 
true for the firemen’s service as mine ever beat, say that the 
firemen’s work has never been appreciated. I say now, and I 
have said many times and many places, that whenever the people 
of this country come to realize the value of the firemen, that many 
an unmarked grave will be changed to a mausoleum of untold 
granduer. This is true, but I do not subscibe to the fact that the 
firemen of North Carolina are not appreciated. The Firemen 
of North Carolina are appreciated by the communities in which 
we live. I have found that out by being in every one of these 
communities and knowing that you are appreciated. You are 
appreciated and if you were not you would not be here in such 
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vast numbers this week, but you are appreciated only to that. 
extent that you have placed yourself before the public. 


I was struck with the magnitude of a statement made by 
your Secretary yesterday, that there were 3,300 firemen in the 
State of North Carolina. There are not many more than 3,300 
doctors in North Carolina, but North Carolina, in recognition 
of the splendid work that the North Carolina doctors have done, 
(God bless them, they have snatched two of my own children from 
death’s door and given them back to me,) but with their 3,300 they 
have a State Board of Health second to none in the world, support- 
ed by the State of North Carolina in order that what these doctors 
have learned can be assimilated and given to the people of North 
Carolina, and long live that institution! And let me tell you, 
whenever the 3,300 firemen in North Carolina make up their 
minds that the vast knowledge they have accumulated and which 
is second to none in value so far as the safety of our State is 
concerned, when they get it in their heads to have that propaganda 
which we know is so true, given to the people of North Carolina 
will begin to make in roads into that fearful fire waste we are 
faced with, which means millions of dollars every year and 
hundreds of lives. 


We are appreciated so far as we have propagated our know- 
ledge, but the big job left in North Carolina for you to do is to 
let North Carolina know what you are. They look upon you as be- 
ing a brave, heroic set of men who place your lives and limbs in 
secondary thought whenever life and property is in danger, but 
how many people look upon you as you really are? 


Take your Government at Washington, and at Raleigh, and the 
watch-word of both is “business.” If you have a proposition to put 
before them, the first question asked is, “How much will it pay?” 
“How much will it be worth?” Suppose I were to ask you firemen 
this morning, “How much is the Firemen’s Association worth to 
the State of North Carolina?” Yesterday your Statistician was 
thanked by this body for a report containing a wonderful amount 
of information. I have never seen the equal. It is right that you 
should thank him, but let me ask you if it sunk home deep? He 
told you that for the past six years the average annual fire loss in 
the United States and Canada amounted to a per capita loss of 
$4.80, meaning that in the United States and Canada for the past 
six years, every man, woman and child has been assessed directly 
or indirectly $4.80 a year for a period of six years. He told you 
in that same report that the State of North Carolina where the 
North Carolina Firemen’s Association does business, that for the 
past six years our yearly per capita loss has averaged $2.38. Take 
$2.38 from $4.80 and it leaves $2.42. Multiply that by six, which 
is the six years you have done that, and that makes $14.52, and 
multiply that by the number of people served and your grand total 
is approximately $23,618,000.00. That, my friends, is what you 
have saved, but that portion of what you have saved which repre- 
sents the difference between you and the average fire department 
in the United States and Canada, and this Association can say to 
the world, that in the last six years we have saved North Caro- 
lina $23,618,000, or in other words, by being that much better or- 
ganized than the average fire department in the United States and 
Canada, that North Carolina has as your gift $23,618,000 in banks, 
churches, schools and homes, which otherwise would have long ago 
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gone up in smoke. Let me ask you, where under. the broad canopy 
of heaven, will you find another organization which can show that 
they have saved $23,618,000 worth of property, and maintained and 
kept in fine shape fire apparatus, and in addition, conscientiously 
fought to further reduce the fire waste which is so disastrous to the 
business interests of the nation. You are no longer just an or- 
ganization of firemen. You were that when John Miller was elect- 
ed Secretary twenty-seven years ago. Today, I challenge the world 
to dispute it, you are the most valuable financial asset the State 
of North Carolina has, but you have not sold yourself as that.. 


(Continued applause). Fad 


I listened to the Mayor of Wilmington yesterday telling about 
a man who had spent twenty years in the fire department of Wil- 
mington, and who had died of cancer, and who had faced death 
bravely because he thought that the services he had rendered to his 
City and his Statae would be remembered and that his widow and 
orphans would not suffer from want of the ordinary necessities of 
life, all he had never been able to provide on a fireman’s wage. He 
told of passing that fatherless home now and seeing that widowed 
mother sitting at a window at eleven o’clock at night sewing, so 
that she could meet the demands of the bare necessities of life. 
Under a legal technicality, although that man had served twenty 
years as a fireman at a meagre wage, he could not draw from our 
Relief Fund. 


If you will go to Carthage you will find a boy who has been 


working in the fire department a number of years. He did not get 
it from a fire (thus technically not entitled to our Relief Fund), but 
he had to have a kidney taken out. He was a brave fireman, but 
now he is living off of what is given to him. 


| Hear me, you 3,300 people, all firemen, saving $23,618,000.00 
for the State, the most valuable financial asset in the State of 
North Carolina, and yet several of our members are in dire dis- 
tress. We have not sold ourselves to the State of North Carolina 
yet. I do hope that I have said something here this morning to 
cause you to think and to act. 


There is another thing I want to talk to you about today. I 
have told you that you can hold North Carolina up as “FIRST,” 
and I have told you that times have changed. I dare say that lots 
of you can well remember when your entire list of apparatus con- 
sisted of a reel, a few hundfred feet of hose, and a couple of paint- 


ers’ ladders, and your activities consisted of fighting fires in one, - 


two and three story buildings. Today, if you live in a town of 
North Carolina with a population of 2,500 and over, you have 
ceased to live in a three-story town. You have four and five-story 
buildings, oftimes eight and ten-story buildings. Hotels, schools 
and colleges in which there is a pronounced life risk and instead 
of going to get a hose reel and ladder today, you have modern ap- 
paratus and are called on to protect millions of dollars worth of 
property, and the lives of those who occupy it. | 


To meet these demands, the firemen, who like the doctor, the 
lawyer, as in any profession must keep abreast with the times 
You must have drilled into you the fundamental principles of fire 
fighting and be able to adapt these to the needs of the town or city 
in which you live. Again the North Carolina Firemen’s Associa- 
tion says “FIRST” to our great old State of North Carolina, and 
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your president in his report to you recommends a fire college to 
be held once a year as an integral part of the work of this Associa- 
tion. 

The States of Illinois and Iowa have established a fire college 

course as a part of the summer course of their state universities, 
and the Fire Chiefs’ Association in the State of Massachusetts has 
done some work along this line, but here’s an opportunity for the 
North Carolina Firemen’s Association to be “FIRST” to do that for 
themselves what firemen in other states have left for the State or 
the insurance interests to propose. Never has any State been more 
fortunately situated for this work than we are, for at Asheville 
there is a modern fire tower, and fire school ready and waiting for 
you. There is another at Hickory, and the City of Charlotte has 
already appropriated funds to build a drill tower and drill yard, 
and if you do not like Asheville, Hickory, or Charlotte, there is 
Greensboro. Frank Shaw has a magnificent tower. Then there is 
Durham. Frank Bennett has completed a nicely proportioned brick 
drill tower and has established a local fire school. Raleigh has had 
one since 1912 and Wilmington is at present building a seven-story 
tower for this purpose. There are towers and drill yards waiting. 
Men who have risked their lives in the New York and other depart- 
ments, are wating with open arms, and we want the North Caro- 
lina firemen to get the benefit of what these cities have done while 
we will have men who know what they are talking about and ready 
to help you on to an education that is worthy and which will be 
something which will again place this association “FIRST,” and 
should by all means place it first in the hearts of North Carolin- 
1ans. 
Gentlemen, I have again “responded to an address of wel- 
come.” I have told you the same old story. I want you to bear 
with me for two minutes for something I have never asked for be- 
fore. (A personal privilege, Mr. Duckett.) Mr. Duckett: Go right 
ahead, take an hour if you want it.) 

There is a personal matter which is of some importance to you 
and to me. I joined the North Carolina Firemen’s Association in 
1902. I can picture in my mind this minute those magnificent men 
I saw then, McNeill, VonGhlan, Lumsden, Hopper, Blake, dozens 
of others. I can see them on that track now. From that day until 
this I have never seen an officer of the North Carolina Firemen 

-who was not a man. A man all over. 

When I reached New Bern, I found that a number of my 
friends had gotten together in another part of the State and had 
come to New Bern instructed to vote for me for Vice President of 
your association. Gentlemen, any man who has been in this asso- 
ciation as long as I have and who would say that he did not want 
to be Vice President, wouldn’t love to serve in that capacity, would, 
in my opinion, be devoid of the finer instincts. I would love to fol- 
low in the footsteps of such men as Englehart, Green, Benbow, Mc- 
Neill, Wood, Foister, Bennett, Horney and Duckett, but here is the 
point: Since 1902 I have always found it easy to serve this associa- 
tion and give it the best there was in me without the glory or with- 
out all else that goes with an office in the association. God knows 
my heart and my mind are forever with you. This association has 
grown and has established a precedent of efficiency that we can no 
longer ignore. The association is too big for any one man or set 
of men’s ambitions. The association is the big thing. Not any one 
man’s desire. Today, you have as president, A. L. Duckett, who 
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has served you wonderfully well, and as vice-president, Bob Whit- 
ley, as fine a boy as ever breathed the breath of life. My advice to 
you is to go ahead with these two men at the helm, but if you de- 
sire to have your officers step up, I know no man more worthy of 
this promotion than Bob Whitley, and he will fill the president’s 
chair with dignity and grace. The name of John Lewis of States- 
ville has been mentioned as vice-president, should you desire to 
change officers, and I know him and know him well, and I know of 
no man who holds dearer the traditions of this association than 
John Lewis, and he is a man whom I know has the interest of 
North Carolina in his heart. I have served you without the honor 
or glory of an office and will continue to serve as such, a private 
in the ranks until this association decides that I can serve you 
better as an officer, but until then keep your face to the sunshine! 
I thank you! 


The President: 


I am sure you all have enjoyed listening to Sherwood Brock- 
well this morning. He always has a message for us when he comes 
before us and I am sure we all appreciate hearing him. 


The Secretary:

The Secretary: 


If you will permit me I would like to call the names of the 
towns who have not responded with a report of the local relief 
funds. I have with me these blanks and when a town is called it 
means that their report has not been received and we would like 
to send back with you a blank to turn over to the treasurer of the 
Local Relief Fund and request him as soon as possible to sign it 
and forward it to the secretary in order that same may be printed 
in the Minutes of the Convention. 

If it is your pleasure and the Convention desires to do that; 
it is a little irregular but as we are here for educational purposes 
I think we ought to do this in order to let the people back home 
know that we are interested in a report from them. 


The President: 
If there is no objection I will ask the Secretary to read the list 
of towns. 


The Secretary: 

I desire to make this statement to the boys who are taking 
these home with them. These blanks were sent to your treasurer. 
He has failed to do this duty when he fails to send it in. Highty 
other towns have sent in their report. It is up to you boys, if you 
want to keep in good standing to see to it that the local treasurer 
of that Relief Fund makes that report annually.. I am sure if you 
boys will call his attention to the fact that he is not doing his duty 
that he will fall in line and do that. 


The President: 

There is a gentleman here from Fremont that I understand 
wants to be recognized as a representative of the Fremont Fire 
Department, who was not here yesterday. 


Motion that he be enrolled as being present. 
Motion seconded and carried. 


The President: 


Gentlemen, we will refer back to reports of the committees 
and I ask that Chief James H. Wood of Asheville, chairman of the 
Memorial Committee, address you at this time. 

Chief James H. Wood, of Asheville, N. C. 


Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Fire Association: 


I am not going to address you. I simply want to speak to you 
a moment in regard to the McNeil memorial. There seems to be 
considerable doubt in the minds of some of the departments as to 
how it was intended to raise the money we had hoped to raise for 
this most splendid tribute to a man who has done so much for the 
State of North Carolina. 

Early after the meeting in Greensboro, at my request, as 
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chairman of your committee, our Secretary, Mr. Miller, quoted my 
letter to each department in the State, urging the department to 
hold a meeting and decide what they could do towards subscrip- 
tion to this fund. It is not the province or intent of your com- 
mittee to try to dictate to you what you can do. These contribu- 
tions are one of love and admiration and honor to one of our dead, 
and we feel that every department in the State will give just as 
liberal as they can, and we want no more. If there is a depart- 
ment in this association that can’t give over five dollars, if that is 
all they can give, that five dollars represents as much as five hun- 
dred from some other department who don’t give as much as they 
can. We had hoped at this meeting that we would be enabled to 
subscribe enough to erect the memorial to Captain James D. Mc- 
Neil.. There are one hundred and thirty departments or towns that 
are members of this association; only about twenty have sent in 
their money and that twenty does not represent anything like the 
amount which we hoped to be able to raise. Your committee feels 
that we should not undertake, even if it has to be deferred for a 
longer period than this meeting, to erect a suitable memorial and 
in keeping with James D. McNeil’s work, for less than five thou- 
sand dollars. On a per capita basis that would be just a little more 
than one dollar a head. What we want you to do is to go back and 
take this up and send in your subscription to Mr. Miller who is 
Secretary and Treasurer of this fund. It rests entirely with you 
as to what you want to give. We hope that you will give so that. 
we will have one creditable not only to the memory of him, but as 
an expression of the men who stand on the pinacle that you men 
do in the State of North Carolina. I hope that you will handle 
this promptly and send in to Mr. John Miller. 


I want to congratulate you on the way you have responded 
as membership of the North Carolina Insurance department. Over 
sixty members, widows, orphans and children have felt relief at 
your hands. That to my mind is a big compliment as grand work 
from you men In your heroic service as serving your State under 
other lines and I hope that you will build this up to your full 
quota in order at some future time we can make the premium 
higher, and also when a death occurs in your department they will 
have the benefit that accrues from such pro rata assessment from 
each of you men. 


The President: 


Last night the Executive Committee with the Advisory Board 
held a meeting at the hotel and discussed some matters that are 
of very much importance to this association, and I am going to 


ask Secretary Miller to inform you as to what we decided on at 
that meeting. 


The Secretary: 


i That meeting convened promptly at five-thirty and th - 
Ing was not completed until we had to go to iene and ree 
through with that and had to go to the church by eight o’clock. 
That meeting adjourned to be called again at the convenience of 
the President of the association, which I understand will be done 
sometime today or tonight or tomorrow. 


Matters came up in such numbers that it was impossible in 
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the hour and a half we were there to discuss them as they should 
be and we arrived at one particular conclusion in that it was the 
intent of this committee, your Board of Directors, Trustees of this 
Commission, could confer along similar lines with the Executive 
Committee, and thought it would be necessary at this stage to 
have your President or Chairman elect at this time or some sub- 
sequent time a Committee known as a Legislative Committee to 
prepare the working out of an act which looks forward to in- 
creasing the expenditures from the firemen’s relief fund. It was 
contended yesterday at this meeting by different members of this 
organization who desire to be heard by the Executive Committee 
and were heard then that the conditions that confronted this or- 
ganization in 1917 and which legislation was had at that time 
under the conditions that existed in 1907 could not and did not 
meet the conditions that existed in 1928. I want to say that dis- 
cussions were entered into by men, who in my opinion had given 
great care and a great deal of thought, and who are vitally inter- 
ested in meeting the conditions that exist today, the arguments 
presented, the like of which I have never heard in any committee 
meeting. I realize for my first time hearing the expressions made 
by these gentlemen that we have come to a time and to a place in 
which the deliberations, the conduct of transacting the business of 
this organization has become such that it is taking on and taking 
hold of the best men in this organization, mayors and lawyers in 
this organization are coming to us and making requests. And these 
requests are in high order, believing as they do that certain 
changes should be made. Those changes have not been worked out 
and it is taking time by the forelock now to appoint a Legislative 
Committee whose duty it shall be to take care of the interests of 
this organization and if in their opinion a fair and equitable basis 
ean be worked out by this Legislative Committee to have such 
conditions set out in an act and presented to the next General 
Assembly for action. 

Now your Executive Committee desires to state to you that 
they want to act with knowledge, with information, with every- 
thing that can be gathered together in formulating this plan, and 
to this very time your Executive Committee wants to state that 
these plans are yet in the future; that they are yet to be worked 
out, and whether or not this organization is in a position this 
morning to give this committee authority to act in this matter 
is with you gentlemen. What the Executive Committee desires to 
recommend to you is that you permit the President of this organ- 
ization, either at this meeting, or to some subsequent time to name 
an Executive Committee with power to work out this matter. 
They haven’t the plans worked out. If you give this power to your 
President to appoint this committee they will work it out. The 
Legislature meets in January this coming year, and if you don’t 
get some relief then it will be thirty months before anything can 
be done, and it is up to you gentlemen to say whether you will 
entrust this Legislative Committee to go ahead and formulate an 
act looking to better distribution of the Firemen’s Relief Fund 
than in the past; to make the law applicable to 1928 rather than 


1908. 
The President: 

You have heard Mr. Miller on this question. What is the 
pleasure of the Association? 
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Mr. Nissen: 


I make a motion that the power be allowed the President to ap- 
point a Legislative Committee to act unpon the matter of having 
this Relief Fund changed to suit present conditions. I think it 
would be a good idea not to act too fast. Have the men pretty 
well agreed on what they want? 


The President: 


Yes, but there are still others who would probably want 
to be heard. The Committee and the gentlemen present were 
practically agreed on what they thought ought to be done. 


Mr. Nissen: 


Would the Committee object to stating what the paramount 
changes are? 


The President: 


I don’t think there will be. I will ask the Secretary to go 
futher and explain to the membership just what changes were re- 
commended by the gentlemen who were before the committee. 


Mr. Nissen: 


I will with-draw my motion until that is done. 


The Secretary: 


That’s getting me in sort of a hole; I don’t know myself.. I 
will give you my version of what happened yesterday and Mr. 
President, I am charging you and the rest of the Executive Com- 
mittee with the privilege of saying that what I say is not so, if 
it isn’t so. 

In the Fire Relief Fund of 1907 an act was passed requiring 
every insurance Company doing business in North Carolina to 
pay us half of one per cent, that is to the local fire Company. 
That money in some towns has accumulated to such an extent that 
it is not worth a penny to them. They can,t use it under the law. 
I know of towns that are not using and haven’t used the earnings 
on these funds; it’s piling up. Certain conditions exist in Eastern 
North Carolina; other conditions exist, not the same, in the Pied- 
mont section and other conditions might exist west of the Blue 
Ridge. We have got a state made up of all kinds of people. The 
conditions in one section are not the same as they are in another 
section, What we are trying to do is that having this money 
and can’t spend it, is to make it so that some part of that money 
can be used in other things than is now specified in the law. Just 
what these changes have got to be I don’t know. 

The Insurance Commissioner was requested to be with us 
and he was here yesterday conferring with us. He is willing to 
do anything that is right; you are not going to get anything by 
him that is not right. You will have to treat the firemen from 
Cherokee like you treat the firemen at Newbern, and you will have 
to treat the firemen at New Hanover like you treat them at 
Elizabeth City when you go before him and ask his help. The 
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larger towns are not able to use the earnings of that fund unless 
they violate the law and they don’t want to do that. They are 
coming to you and asking you to fix the law so they can use part 
of what they get each year and asking you to use part; if not all 
of the earnings of that money. The thing is to broaden out and 
treat at the same time every fireman the same way. Whether 
you are going to do that from a per capita basis or whether you 
are going to do it from the citizens in the town that has got to 
be worked out. I feel that with the aid of our Attorney General 
and the Insurance Commissioners that your cause will be in good 
hands. That’s all I know to say to you. It just simply wants 
to get that relief fund in 1928 to work and function as it did in 
1908 when we began to get that fund. 

I want to say to you that I know that we have a vast sum of 
money throughout the State that has been saved. It is a sacred 
fund; they want to keep it for old age. 

It has been suggested that I might state that this fund can 
only be used for you men and for your interest. You can’t buy 
a dollar’s worth of hose with it; your City can’t use it, but we 
want to broaden it so that we can take care of more conditions 
than today. It is your money and has got to be used for you and 
cannot go beyond that. Your Insurance Commissioners said so 
yesterday, that he would not sponsor any bill that would take any 
of this money from you people for any purpose. 


The President: 

You have heard Mr. Miller’s statement in regard to this 
committee’s work, and the Chair will now recognize Mr. Shaw 
Mr. Shaw of Greensboro. 


Chief Shaw: 

Since Chief Nissen has withdrawn his motion on that I 
would like to put a motion before the house since the delegates 
from the Association have heard the Statement from our Honorable 
Secretary to give the president of the Association power to 
appoint a committee and go ahead with it at once. Is there any 
discussion ? 


Chief Nissen: 

I am going off on a different subject but it is in connection 
with the Legislative Act. I have heard a great deal said obout - 
false alarms. I have utmost contempt for any man that has so 
little consideration that I would like the committee to ask the 
assembly to enact a law maklng it mandatory to put a five 
hundred dollar fine on a man convicted of pulling a false alarm 
and $250.00 of that to go to the informer and the other half to go 
to any institution they see fit. I feel like that would do more 


good. 


The President: 
I don’t see any reason why they shouldn’t have that power. 


Mr. Parker: 


I would like to see that money go to the relief of some desti- 
tute fireman than anybody else. 
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Chief Nissen: 


I believe so too, but I believe you could come nearer getting 
it passed by letting it go to some State Institution. 


The Secretary: 


There may be something that you boys want done. When 
this Legislative Committee is appointed I understand that they 
will hear you. If there is anything you want brought up it is your 
duty to bring it up yourself because you may have something in 
your mind that somebody else hasn’t. If you have the interest 
of your organization at heart and you see things that ought to be 
changed, take it to that committee. 


The President: 


As many as are in favor of the Motion made by Chief Shaw, 
properly seconded, let it be known by saying aye. MOTION 
UNANIMOUSLY CARRIED. 


Mr. Holmes, Asst. Chief, Winston Salem, N. C. 


If I mistake not it was decided at the evening meeting that 
the Minutes would be passed out for us to look at, and any mistake 
we might find. 


The President: 


The adoption of the Minutes at the Greensboro meeting last 
year have not been approved by you and they distributed among 
you yesterday. Are you ready now to act upon the question of 
adopting or disapproving the Minutes of the last meetings. 

Motion that they be adopted as printed. 

Motion seconed and Carried. 


Chief Shaw: 


Here is a problem that is up; I don’t know whether it has 
confronted any of you fellows. Here is a thing I think is hurting 
the good old organization as much as anything at the present 
time and that is for a Company or an organization to run around 
all over North Carolina advertising under the species of the Fire 
departments. They go to your merchant and say “You give

_ . 1 don’t agree with the Chief on that proposition; I don’t think 
it is local. A distinguished looking gentleman came to my place 
last winter and stated that he was getting up an advertising 
scheme that would have all fire records of North Carolina, and 
he was going to visit every city in the State and get every friend 
of the firemen to advertise in this book, and he pulled me for fif- 
teen dollars. Advertising like that would do my business any 
good but I simply donated because it was a firemen proposition. 
I agree with Chief Shaw. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


I know Shaw is telling the truth, and I believe that possibly 
one of the greatest set of friends of the firemen of North Carolina 
is the merchants of North Carolina. They are organized just like 
we are and I want to make a motion that this Association instruct 
its Secretary to write the Merchants Association of North Carolina 
that this Association is against any promiscuous advertising 
scheme except it carries the approval of the President of the 
Association. Motion seconded. 


The Secretary: 


If you had done them like I did you wouldn’t have had any 
trouble. They came down and wanted me to write up North 
Carolina for them; came to see me three times as Secretary of the 
Association and wanted me to endorse his movement. The third 
time I told him I had no time for him, wouldn’t give him any 
information; I didn’t agree with it regardless of what Frank 
Shaw thought about it. 

Two gentlemen came in this spring and said they were work- 
ing for a local association at Newbern and wanted me to give them 
a write-up. They were from Greensboro and said that they were 
out in the interest of securing deposits for new banks and that 
they had two weeks off time before they could get to Knoxville, 
and they come to my good friend at Kannapolis and told me they 
had got $500.00 for this proposition, and I said “You are laboring 
under false pretense and I am going to have you locked up. The 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association doesn’t get a penny, 
we have not encouraged it” and I asked them what statement 
they made to my friends at Kannapolis and they said “We told 
him the State Firemen’s Association would get a certain per cent.” 
And he wrote his name and said“‘ You call me for a witness any 
time and we will testify that Mr. Rosman told us to be very care- 
ful and say to them that the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association was going to be beneficiary under this” and he said 
“I am going home on the first train.” Right after that I heard 
from Lexington, Raleigh, Elizabeth City and others, but through 
the goodness of our heart on account of the local people at New- 
bern we didn’t feel like jumping on these people, but we ought 
to have arrested any man when he goes out and says the Firemen’s 
Association is going to get any benefit. We have never, aS an 
organization, received a penny from any such proposition, have 
not asked for it and don’t want it. It is only a scheme to get 
the local boys to go to their friends and fill the pockets of some- 
body that doesn’t give a cuss about us. 
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The President: 


As many as are in favor of the Motion will signify it by say- 
ing “Aye”. Motion carried. 

Chief Horney will tell you he did the same thing and made 
them give the checks back. 


Mr. Taylor, of Kannapolis: 


Those people came to me and I told them I did not think it 
would be of any interest to the local merchants and I would not 
endorse it, and they seen all the merchants and called them to- 
gether and I told them I didn’t approve it. If they wanted to give 
them any advertising they could but I told them we did not ap- 
prove of it and wouldn’t get anything out of it. 


Mr. Jowdy: 


I want to make this clear in behalf of the City of Newbern. 
When this proposition came up, naturally being broke, we thought 
it was a mighty good thing. We did not tell, inform or instruct, 
or give anybody any authority to go out and secure money under 
the name of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. We took 
that up with Mr. Miller, the Secretary. Our friend George Mabry 
from Rocky Mount, called us and told us about them and we went. 
over there and missed them. We leave there and go to Greensboro 
and they denied it, and we had our young lawyer friend with us 
and he said “You have gone too far now”, but we had nothing 
to do with telling these men to go out and secure money under 
the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. 


Chief Shaw: 
They messed me up on this and that’s why I brought this up. 
The President: 


_ Mr. Miller and myself were here in May and we discussed 
this with the gentlemen of the local committee and we found just 
what Chief Jowdy has said and that they were no party to this 
advertising scheme whatever. 


Chief Mabry: 


I would like to say for the benefit of Mr. Whitley and Mr. 
Jowdy that Charlie Harris and myself were in the Executive Com- 
mittee in High Point when this came up and it wasn’t long after 
I got back when the men came to see me and I asked him plainly 
was the Association going to get it or the City of Newbern. I 
I sent for Charlie and I told him that I knew the North Carolina 
Fire Association was not sponsoring it and were not getting a 
penny and Charlie came and then called Whitley. The only trouble 
I talked too rough to the men, scared him out of it and we 
got in a car and headed for Rocky Mount right quick and had 
car trouble and the fellow had left a little before they got there. 
I wanted to say that for the benefit of the Fire Department and 
the Committee in Newbern, that it was not their fault, but it 
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was the fault of this Rosman in Greensboro; he was engineering 
the whole thing and was trying to make the North Carolina Fire 
Association the goat instead of Newbern as I see it. 


Mr. Whitley: 


I feel like I am the goat in this thing. We gave some letters 
to Mr. Rosman with my name signed to them as Chairman of the 
local committee, with the hopes that we might get money to help 
us pay.the the expenses of this tournament. Last year in Greens- 
boro we took this tournament upon ourselves, but I am happy to 
say the City has come to our rescue since that time. The old say- 
ing “A drowning man grabs for a straw” and this man took the 
letters, changed the reading of them and gave them out. At one 
time they were giving out that the local relief fund would derive 
the benefit. You all know that was wrong; there is no way to 
get money in the relief fund other than through the State. I am 
sorry this has happened and feel like maybe a little of the blame 
is on me, but I am certainly glad that the Convention has gone on 
record as disapproving this move and that no advertising matter 
can be solicited from Firemen under the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association. It has relieved the situation by you gentlemen ex- 
plaining it and I hope you don’t feel hard towards the local 
committee. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Everybody that feels hard towards the local Association get 
up and go out. 

It must have been the same crowd, some bird up there had 
written out to all of the manufacturers that they were going to 
get up a paper “Organ of the North Carolina State Fire Associa- 
tion.” Everybody that wrote me about it, I called Shaw and said 
“We don’t know the gentlemen.” We have got to be zealous 
and watch out for sharks and we have notified the Merchants’ 
Association and they know their gravy, and everybody knows that 
what Jowdy and Whitley did was alright. 

I’d like you pardon me for getting back up but I feel one 
matter that I want to call to your attention. It is necessary 
before this Association goes ahead ‘to take some kind of action 
that is regarding holding two weeks firemen’s School in North 
Carolina. I think it is a step forward unequaled by any other 
State in the country. The State of Ohio through it’s University 
has put on a school, Massachusetts University has put on a school 
but never before in the history of the country has the Firemen’s 
Association put on that school. 

I make a motion that you gentlemen empower your President 
or your Governing body to enable them to appoint a committee 
to work out the details for a Firemen’s School to be held as a part 
of the North Carolina Association. 


Motion seconded and carried. 


Chief Shaw: 


This is kind of like a revival meeting; I am getting interested. 
I know we are all rushing to get to that Barbecue, but this organi- 
zation is growing from day to day and I don’t know where it is 
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going to stop. It is already the biggest thing in North Carolina 
now. 

Just to add one more thing that I think would help the or- 
ganization, I would like to get the support of every town to help 
’ Greensboro organize a State Bank. There are two more things 
we have in Greensboro that we take pride in and seeing the effects 
of each day and that is our Band and Sunday School. We have 
given several concerts and I am enthused in the band and also 
the Sunday School. The Towns that are large enough to organize 
a Sunday School in their Fire Department that is a step towards 
the betterment of mankind. There is nothing that you can organ- 
ize that you can get the support of the people better than a 
Sunday School. We have not gotten such support for our Banks; 
we have had to operate that ourselves and get along the best we 
could. We have down here in our own band about sixteen men. 
We appointed eight of them as delegates in order to get them here 
and good old Bob Whitley says “Bring the other eight and we will 
pay the expenses.” It cripples one force to send the entire force 
and therefore I am requesting you to get each and every man who 
has an instrument to get busy and we can send him as a delegate, 
and if there are one or two that cannot come the towns that are 
entertaining will arrange for you, as Bob Whitley, God bless him. 

There are two things that I am interested in, that is the eleva- 
tion of this Association and to keep it going on and on until we 
all get to Heaven. Let’s organize this State Firemen’s Band and 
God knows if you will start the Sunday School you will put it 
over. Write Greensboro and they will give you their plans by 
which they operate it if there is any information you want about it. 


Chief Foster, of the Navy Yard: 


__ You just passed a motion for a Legislative Committee. I 
wish to state that we had passed in our State a very important 
piece of legislation to aid the officials of various police and fire 
departments in the performance of quick action by rail or tele- 
graph, or telephone in the State Limits. It is a law in the State 
of Virginia that we can get a telegram or telephone message and 
we can get free passage for fire emergency anywhere in the State 
of Virginia without cost to the individual in the capacity of official 
duties. That was brought about by our last legislature. You 
have taken a wise step and this thing is going to grow. I have 
the greatest faith in this Association, I love your officers and love 
you as individuals. This move that you have made is going to 
bring you untold benefits. 

We have a Convention the week of the twentieth of this 


Month at Ocean View and I would like to see some of you boys 
come up there. 


The President:

Mayor Blair:

I feel that I would be an ingrate 
if I did not take the opportunity to say to you men that it has in- 
deed been a pleasure and privilige for me to have been with you. 
I think some of the most valuable time I have ever spent for the 
City of Wilmington during my term as Mayor has been in attend- 
ing this convention. I want to say to you men that as I have 
mingled with you I have weighed you in the scales and you have 
not been found wanting. I have had the pleasure of clasping your 
hand and looking into your heart, and I have found you to be men, 
true, loyal and of pure gold. I do not know you men by name but 
when I go back to Wilmington I will take with me a fond recollec- 
tion of having mingled with some of the best men of the great 
State of North Carolina. 

I have had the pleasure of meeting with your Executive Com- 
mittee and let me say this: I can say this because I am not a mem- 
ber of your organization, I do not believe any organization in the 
State of North Carolina has an executive committee composed of 
men with character, zeal and loyalty to the cause than the men 
who constitute your Executive Committee. 

It is indeed a tribute to North Carolina that you men have at- 
tended the Convention so well. During the hot weather you have 
been here representing the men back home and it has indeed been 
a pleasure and privilege to be with you and I thank you each and 
every one for the opportunity, and I want to say this, that whether 
I am Mayor of Wilmington next year or not I shall expect to be in 
Hendersonville with you.

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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. F. Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the ~ 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveying any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal state of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examinations and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 8. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and reomtietiona be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United Staes. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 
ratification.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, hereby establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws: 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


3. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shall name the one who shall speak first. 


4. A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 


have a direct individual of pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken -and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7. All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 


erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 
ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constitute a ‘““Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 


The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting the 
firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth to 
the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s As- 
sociation, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—Application of Fund 

The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or committee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefits under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059-—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 


The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall be 
so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual duty 
connected with the fire department when directed to perform the 
same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 


Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Garolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 


6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 


The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 


ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
‘COMPANIES 
6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected 
Every fire insurance company, corporation or association do- 
ing business in any incorporated town or city in North Carolina 
that has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 
such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax On Recepits For Premiums. 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the incorporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 


6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 
Tax 


Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 
due. 


6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums are afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
business done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. 


6068—Trustees Appointed ; Organization 

In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 


pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall - 


immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two 
last positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of 
said board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a 
sum equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved 
by the insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund by Trustees 


_The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 


1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss, occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 


2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ger- 


vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 


3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 


period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 


ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 
upon charity. 


Fe ae aa 
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4.. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 


6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 


The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all moneys 
received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual meeting 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render an ite- | 
mized statement of the same, for publicattion in the annual report, 
a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state insur- 

‘ance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any of 
the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or fail 
to perform their duties, or shall wilfully misappropriate the funds 
entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at the 
annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance com- 
missioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 


relief fund. 
6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 
The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasur- 
er of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 
6072—Fire Departments to Be Members of State Association and 


Send Delegate to Meeting 
For the purpose of supervision and as a guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business- 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


6073—No Discrimination On Account of Color 


Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
State fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 3 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification. 


In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 
21st day of February, 1925. 
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CONSTITUTION 
Article I 
Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North Car- 
olina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article IT 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist: of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. 


Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and ali in- 
dividual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a members of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of this Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 

Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Associa- 
tion. 
‘Section 3. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to

the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 

Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 
time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Article IV 


Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time | 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 3. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 


Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 


mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 103 


By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 
Article I ; 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any officer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
the security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary are, and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 


President. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
lect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report to the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shall remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every | 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a qourum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending -the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 
likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 


er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 


Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 


Section 8. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membership. 


Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honurary 
Fireman shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Evecutive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this secttion until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and ‘the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings.

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RULES GOVERNING HoszE ComPaANIES 


HAND REEL CONTEST 
Two To Enter 


Sixteen men and a freman allowed. 


Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not less than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickest time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hydrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Hach com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 
team. 

GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt nozzle blow off, company to be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 

Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until’ water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, break couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 
One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 
General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Hach company’s run will be decided by lot. 


Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 
All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstanes,

Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 


ettevile Convention and Tourna- 


ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for the Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 8. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tournament 
is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A com- 
petent chauffeur to be furnished by the city, to drive for all alike. 
He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the same 
start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 50 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on right, ladder shed to be on left.) 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to upship ladders, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
top of ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Ladder to be stan- 
dard twenty-four foot extension truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hosemen, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 
water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular. 


The General rules of the Association to govern Judges in mak- 
ing all decisions. 
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CONSTITUTION AND By-LAws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 

Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 

Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 

Article 8. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 
Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 


under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. 

Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 


each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 


The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. 

Membership 

Section 1. Any active member in good standing with the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association and any honorary member 
who has already served five years as an active fireman in a com- 
pany having representation in the State Firemen’s Association and 
who has for the past five years been in good standing with the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be eligible for 
membership in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund. 

Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of. any person presented to the 
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Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscibed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-Sec. 3. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 55 years. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be reinstat- 
ed in his membership upon application, and upon showing that he 
is in good health at the time, and upon paying to the Secretary 
the sum of $2.20 together with all past due assessments: Pro- 
vided, however, that said application for reinstatement shall be 
made within twelve months after the time his name shall have been 
dropped from the roll, and Provided, further, that no member 
so in default shall be allowed more than one application for re- 
instatement. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each member 
of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. ; 

4. The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designate his estate as beneficiary. 


5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 


6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 


7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 


Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treas- 
urer shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in 
the Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shal! be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the designated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
one One Thousand Dollars collected from members shal! go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 


1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two as- 
sessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 


first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sible. 
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3. All assessments shall be levied. by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been levied. 


4, Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 
FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and-expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 

Amendments 

These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended. or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any — 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 
to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at.its next regular meeting, 

Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. u ee 

Upon motion of Capt. McNeill the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of The North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association.
